Shark! Shark! 


The Book, the Movie, the Party, the Real Ones Named Bonac & Big Kahuna 


BY DAN RATTINER 


here has never been anybody eaten by a 

great white shark off the Hamptons, but 
that is not going to change the fact that for 
the rest of this summer in the Hamptons, killer 
sharks will likely be on your mind. 

I know sharks will be on my mind. Among 
the half-dozen events involving sharks that 
are about to happen from Westhampton to 
Montauk to movies to television during July 
and August is the fact that there will shortly 
be sharks named Bonac and Big Kahuna with 
beepers on their backs, swimming around in 
the Atlantic. And you'll be able to track them by 
satellite on your computer. 

Dan’s Papers sponsored the annual Shark’s 
Eye All-Release Tournament & Festival in 
Montauk on July 11-13, and one of the sharks 
caught and given a satellite tag was named 
Bonac by children at the Amagansett School; 
another was tagged and named Big Kahuna 
by the Montauk School. Soon you will be able 
to track both at ocearch.org. But they have to 
get underway a bit before getting into the 
public eye. 


Even now, as I write this, there has already 
been a groundswell of shark stuff in the 
Hamptons. 

This past February was the 40th anniversary 
of the book Jaws by Peter Benchley. The 30-foot 
killer white shark in that book was eating 
people in a mythical town called Amity, which 
Benchley, a Hamptons regular, described 
as being between Bridgehampton and East 
Hampton. Although the book tended to focus 
on the sexual misconduct of some of the lead 
characters (shark fisherman Quint was having 
an affair with the wife of Chief Brody, for 
example), the idea of a killer shark just off our 
shores pushed this book onto The New York 
Times bestseller list for 44 weeks. 

Over the July 4th weekend, there was the 
big—well, not so big—“Shark Attack Sounds” 
party in Montauk. In the prior year this annual 
party had drawn nearly 4,000 people to the 
Montauk Yacht Club, bringing itself to the 
attention of the town. As a result of its size, 
over the winter the town refused to give the 
party organizers a permit. A permit is needed 
if you have an assemblage of more than 
50 people. (Cont'd on next page)

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So this year the event was held at Gurney’s 
Montauk, and among those there with Ben 
Watts, the founder of Shark Attack Sounds 
in Montauk in 2002, were Cameron and Tyler 
Winklevoss (who’ve claimed Mark Zuckerberg 
stole their idea for Facebook). Two weeks 
before this party, Tyler Winklevoss posted 
a video on Instagram of a shark swimming 
offshore in the Atlantic. (We’re not sure if it was 
Bonac or Big Kahuna.) Also attending were 
Mazdack Rassi, Julia Restoin Roitfeld, Bambi, 
Morgan O’Connor, Jenne Lombardo, Eli Reed, 
Athena Calderone, Michael Avedon, Brandee 
Brown, Aurelie Claudel and Josh and Jessie 
Cooper and others. 

The flame of Shark Attack Sounds lives on. 

Then came the Today show last week, during 
which anchor and: Hamptons homeowner Matt 
Lauer (and weather expert Al Roker) showed 
a clip of the upcoming SyFy film Sharknado 2 
in which they have cameo roles. That movie 
premieres July 30. 

The original Sharknado takes place in Los 
Angeles, where thousands of man-eating sharks 
get sucked up from the surface of the Pacific 
Ocean to form a swirling storm of fish that 
pushes into the center of the city and falls 
down on top of various citizens who either get 
squashed or eaten or otherwise done in except 
for a few brave folks who fight back. In the new 
movie, they’re attacking New York, and the 
people fight back with chainsaws or machine 
guns or, in the case of Matt Lauer, the end of 
an umbrella. 

Still not enough about sharks? 


Included in Shark Week are no less 
than four shows named in honor of 
the movie that started it all—“Jaws,” 
directed by Steven Spielberg. 


There are two shark-catching tournaments 
in Montauk coming up where sport fishermen 
head out at dawn into the Atlantic aboard 
fishing boats and hope to bring back 
to the docks winning fish that will earn them 
trophies and prizes on August 1-2 and on 
September 2. 

And then there is Shark Week on television. 
It runs from August 10 to August 18 on the 
Discovery Channel, and in this interval 
documentaries about giant sharks, killer sharks, 
zombie sharks, those that eat people and those 
that don’t, will be shown every single day. 

I just watched a preview of Shark Week, 
as reporters talked about the top five most 
legendary white sharks ever—New Zealand’s 
17-foot battle-worn behemoth known as Slash; 
the Cojimar Monster off the coast of Cuba; 
PEI Shark off Prince Edward Island in Canada; 
Colossus, a two-ton “mega shark” spotted 
off the coast of Seal Island in South Africa; 
and the 28-foot beast “Submarine” in False Bay, 
South Africa—who was probably just a legend 
created by bored newspaper reporters in 
Cape Town. 

Included in Shark Week are no less than four 
shows named in honor of the movie that started 


it all, Jaws, made by the young director Steven 
Spielberg and released in June of 1975, just after 
the book Jaws was falling off the best-seller lists. 

In the movie version, all the affairs and 
scandals were removed from the script, 
leaving the film to deal exclusively with the 
terror of a killer great white shark devouring 
swimmers in the ocean off of Amity while 
the mayor tries to keep the general public 
from learning about it, and the chief of police 
heads out in a fishing boat with Quint to hunt 
it down. 

Incidentally, that film was originally scheduled 
to have been filmed in the Hamptons, but at the 
last minute it was decided to film it in Martha’s 
Vineyard instead. By 1975, the Hamptons was 
considered too busy for a sci-fi flick. The 
filmmakers also changed the town of “Amity” 
into an island. It was the Hamptons’ loss. 

On the upside, it resulted in Steven Spielberg’s 
settling here in East Hampton. Also Chief Brody, 
who was played by the late Roy Scheider. 

Benchley informally acknowledged that 
he based his character of the _ irascible 
shark fisherman Quint after a real-life shark 
fisherman he’d heard about, Captain Frank 
Mundus, who went out every day from 
Montauk for 30 years aboard his Cricket 
IT fishing boat, looking to come back with 
giant sharks. Twice in his career Mundus 
hooked into sharks that weighed. upwards of 
3,000 pounds. 

Last year, by the way, was the fifth anniversary 
of the passing of Frank Mundus.

What I Ate 


The 16 Course Meal I Had to Eat in Order to Judge That Contest 


BY DAN RATTINER 


L ast Friday night I, was one of the five judges 
of the Dan’s GrillHampton competition held 
at Sayre Park in Bridgehampton. We sat against 
a wall on a raised platform, alongside one 
another, facing out on a sea of about a thousand 
people there under that tent, and one at a time, 
platters of food were brought to us that we were 
supposed to taste and then judge. To do that, 
we had a clipboard with a sheet of paper on it 
that had columns and rows, a pen, a glass of 
water and, in a bucket with ice, a grouping of 
different kinds of beer provided by one of the 
sponsors, Blue Moon. 

We would be allowed about. five minutes 
with each platter of food, one from each of 16 
competing chefs. We were to eat each of them, 
and on our clipboards rate what we were eating 
from 0 to 10 for creativity, 0 to 10 for taste, 1 to 
5 for “side dish” (whatever that was) and 1 to 5 
for presentation. The column down the left side 
was headed up “menu item” and the column 
on the right was headed up “total.” At the end 
of the judging, which would be more than an 
hour away, all the totals would be added up 
and a winner announced. | should mention 
that nowhere on this sheet was the name of 


the restaurant or caterer mentioned. We were 
judging blind. 

And there was another aspect to the judging. 
Half of the 16 entries were from restaurants in the 
Hamptons. The other half were from New York 
City. In addition to this being a competition of 
the restaurants, this was also a contest between 
New York City and the Hamptons. The totals of 
the eight entries from each community would 
be added. A separate trophy would be awarded. 
It was the Hamptons vs. New York City. 

The first dish presented to us was Toasted 
Long Island Duck Breast with Local Peaches. 
When we finished with that, we would get 
Dominican Ribs with Stone Ground Grits. And 
when we finished with that, we would get Short 
Rib Tacos with Sweet Onion and Tomatillo Salsa. 


- After that: would come Sliced New York Strip 


with a Maker’s Mark Steak Sauce and Homemade 
Hellenic Fries. All of what we would be eating 
was in the column marked “menu items.” 

Having seen this formidable beginning, I 
decided that the only way to get through all 
16 dishes would be to just do a little taste of 
each. That would be it. The first would arrive 
and I’d mark up my score, and then | would sit 
there and drink a few sips of the water until the 
second dish would arrive. 


With this faulty reasoning, | 
proceeded now to eat, with reckless 
abandon, everything served to me, 
down to the shiny plate underneath. 


This might be a hard thing to do. For one 
thing, these dishes were all prepared by talented 
chefs. But then there was THIS. I was raised 
at a time when mothers felt it was important 
to clean your plate. World War II had ended. 
Mothers told their children “there are people 
starving in Europe. Clean your plate.” I’d clean 
my plate. Later, when it was clear that Europe 
was recovering, she changed the continent. 
She’d say, “Clean your plate, there are people 
starving in Asia.” So |] continued to clean my 
plate. This created a great impression on me. 

In real life, as an adult, | continue to believe 
in cleaning my plate and proceed accordingly. 
It’s been only recently that someone has said 
to me, “What has cleaning your plate got to do 
with people starving in Europe or Asia? Why not 
eat less and get more food over there?” It has 
not helped. | still clean my plate. 

Well, with a 16-course (Cont’d on next page) 
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meal in front of me, I would have to make an 
exception. And I started out with high hopes. I’d 
take a bite and move on. 

I did this with the Spiced Long Island Duck 
Breast with Local Peaches. I gave it an 8 for 
creativity and an 8 for taste. Next came the 
Dominican Ribs with Stone Ground Grits. And I 
liked how this tasted even better. But I satisfied 
myself with giving it a 9 for taste and an 8 for 
creativity. 

The Short Rib Tacos with Sweet Onion and 
Tomatillo Salsa got the one bite treatment. And 
so did the Sliced New York Strip with a Maker’s 
Mark Steak Sauce and Homemade Hellenic fries. 

Then, a strange thing happened. Entry 
number 5 was LAristocrat Burger—LaFrieda 
denim blue blend with MontAmoré cheese, 
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ventreche bacon, and Sir Kensington’s mustard 
ona Thomas’ English muffin. This was amazingly 
good, so good that I wanted to finish it. I resisted 
at first, but then it occurred to me that I might 
never get an opportunity to eat this again. I also 
thought I’ve been real good with the first four. 
I'll make an exception with number 5. And so I 
ate the whole thing, bite after bite, even making 
the server wait a few extra minutes so | could 
get the last of it down. 

The next plate was Endless Summer Rubbed 
La Plancha Grilled Duck Breast served over corn 
and Parmesan spiked grilled polenta with chili 
pomegranate citrus drizzle. I was still enjoying 
the memory of the L’Aristocrat Burger at this 
point, and at first told myself to go back to just 
having a taste, so I took a bite of the ear of corn

that was rubbed with this grilled polenta with 
chili pomegranate citrus drizzle. And I knew 
I would not eat just one bite. Well, I thought, I 
could eat half of this. And so that is what I did. I 
felt triumphant, having done that. I had resisted 
temptation, had left half of this wonderful dish 
on my plate. Now I could go back to just having 
one bite of something and then push it away. Or, 
if ] wanted to, I could have all of what came next. 
I'd earned the right to do that. I'd done tastes, 
ate all of one, half of another. 

With this faulty reasoning, I proceeded now to 
eat, with reckless abandon, everything served 
to me all down to the shiny plate underneath. I 
would follow my mother’s instructions. 

I ate Smoked & Grilled Trip Tip Tacos with 
Summer Fixins’ (number 7), I ate the Ribeye 
Duo—a filet of ribeye and a ribeye pinwheel 
stuffed with goat cheese and local spinach 
served with grilled leaks and roasted marrow 
bone (number 8)—and I ate Lamb Patties with 
Yogurt Sauce and Grilled Eggplant Capponata 
(number 9) and I ate BBQ Short Ribs with Spicy 
Shrimp Slaw (number 10) and I ate Smoked 
Lobster Chimichurri (number 11) and I ate 
Steam a la Stone Prime New York Strip Steak 
Sliced Over Sautéed Onions and Pimentos 
(number 12) and | ate Pepper Crusted Tuna 
Grilled Fennel Sauce au Poivre (number 13) and 
I ate Grilled St. Louis Ribs with Char Grilled Corn 
on the Cob Dusted with Cotja Cheese and Chili 
Powder (number 14) and I ate Tacos de Costilla 
Short Ribs, Roasted Bone Marrow, Carmelized 
Onion-Jalepeno Salsa with Charred Mexican 
Corn Salad with Cotija Sauce (number 15) and 
I ate Grilled Rib Eye “In the Style of Florence” 
(number 16). 

I have been to Florence. | visited a friend of

East Hampton Cracks Down on Eating on the Street Standing Up

M any years ago, there was a dress shop 
on Jobs Lane in Southampton called 
Ninna Murray’s. Ninna was an elderly dowager 
and considered herself, from the moment 
she opened her shop, to be the defender of 
good breeding, good manners and what she 
considered the right behavior for the very 
exclusive Village of Southampton. 

She wrote letters to the editor of the 
Southampton Press almost every week, 
describing the alarming behavior of what passed 
for the general public strolling by her store 
every day. There were people wearing Bermuda 
shorts. Women wearing halter tops. Children 
eating ice cream on the street. Some people 
were even taking pictures of one another. 

She passed away after several years of this, 
but her legacy lives on, even to this day. There 
are still signs at the entrances to the village, 
on Hampton Road and on North Sea Road, 
announcing WELCOME TO SOUTHAMPTON, 
PLEASE OBSERVE OUR DRESS CODES. 

Indeed, there is a dress code still on the books. 
A sort of antique item. Dress in downtown 
Southampton must not reveal any part of a 
person’s body between the upper part of the 
aureole (the dark area surrounding the nipple) 
and halfway between the hip and the knee. | 
don’t think it is enforced, but it could be. 


All of this came to mind last week, when it 
was announced in East Hampton Village that 
an application by Dylan’s Candy Bar for a 
special permit to serve ice cream cones in its 
candy store on Main Street had been met with 
strong opposition. 

The Village Board cited a law in the village 
code, passed in 2008, that attempted to make 
the selling of fast food illegal in that place. The 
definition of a FAST-FOOD RESTAURANT OR 
DRIVE-IN is defined in the code as follows: 

“A type of restaurant or store which contains 
a drive-in or walk-up window or which contains 
no indoor dining or which prepares individual 
portions of food on site and serves food or 
beverages over the counter in a ready-to- 
consume state, including but not limited to 
products such as ice cream cones or beverages 
in paper or plastic containers, without table 
service by waiters or waitresses, either as a 
primary or accessory use.” 

This buckshot law, in my view, is badly 
written and would prevent, should they close, 


replacements for such places as Scoop du 


Jour, Golden Pear, Starbucks, Fierro’s, Villa 
Italian by the railroad station or even possibly 
the indoor café counter at Citarella (which are 
grandfathered in), not to mention the outdoor 
area with the umbrellas. 

You won't be able to get a damned thing to 
eat standing up in that village. 


This ordinance dramatically over-defines fast 
food and drive-in—unless, of course, that was 
their intent. It does help in keeping food from 
smearing on the expensive clothes being sold 
in all the boutiques. 

Either way, Dan’s Papers objects to this law. 
And we intend to do something about it. 

Protest efforts are currently underway. And 
though I have not had a chance to talk with 
organizers in much detail, my understanding 
of it is that there has been talk of an ice 
cream flash mob, and maybe even a nighttime 
demonstration of marching formations of 
protestors assembling at town pond, carrying 
ice cream cones. 

There will be one formation of ten rows of 
Chocolate Chip eaters, another of Butterscotch 
Swirl eaters, still another of Moose Tracks 
eaters. Each formation will be accompanied by 
torch bearers. 

The march will have to be at night because 
the traffic police are off duty. Also it has to 
be chilly out, which it sometimes is at night, 
or the ice cream will melt before the march 
is completed down the Montauk Highway to 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars building at 
Abraham’s Path. g@

Originally housed in a 
rented space on the old Boy’s Harbor grounds 
in East Hampton, the program quickly attracted 
a devoted audience and outgrew its tent.

a stunning array of workshops, 
chamber music sessions 
and instrumental and choral 
performances featuring its 
students. Now, with the newly 
built Clark Arts Center, PMP also 
presents recitals by its advanced 
students and alums year round. 
It’s “The Littles,” the 12-18 year- 
olds, who claim Toby’s heart the 
most—“my favorite group,” she 
says. These talented children 
made it through the _ highly 
competitive admissions process. 
On any afternoon, kids can be 


found practicing in small white Toby Perlman 
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cottages dotting PMP’s 28-acre 
shoreline Shelter Island campus, 
or at The Clark, or swimming, 
running, playing ping pong or 
just hanging out. A peek into 
rooms at Clark confirms that 

Toby’s dream to combine 

school and camp has come to 
<fruition. Rooms are littered with 
ginstruments, laptops, scores, 
gelectronic gadgets, socks, shirts. 
= and water bottles. 

With Muttek and _ Boychik, 
Sher two Portuguese water dogs, 
8 looking on, Toby sits on the deck 

of one of the cabins and muses 
on what PMP has become and will 
continue to be. “The philosophy and the design” 
will remain, but with more activity year-round. 
The Clark allows for a winter series of concerts, 
and prestigious venues in the city and around 
the world now play host to performances by 
PMP graduates. Maybe, down the line, PMP will 
introduce a “fiddle” seminar for professionals 
25 and older. But Perlman always comes back 
to “The Littles!” They’re young enough to have 
time to change or evolve. 

This year there are about 39 Littles (‘we 
never go over 40, that’s the idea, keep it small”) 
from different countries, many coming back 
year after year until they age out (this year PMP

had room to take in 11 new kids). It’s important, 


Toby says, to build a sense of community, 
to nurture the children and provide “a safe 
environment” free of the sometimes “prison- 
like” or “pressure cooker” atmosphere they 
might face at home. 

But that doesn’t mean PMP students can 
disregard rules and regulations. Shortly after 
The Littles’ arrival, Toby gives them a “big 
lecture” on observing PMP policies and Suffolk 
County Health Department laws—signing out 
and in when going for a walk or run, swimming 
with a buddy, eschewing drugs and alcohol, etc. 
She feels she develops close relationships with 
the kids who trust her to be compassionate 
but not betray their confidences. They know 
she means it when she says she listens, and 


she looks hard at what they write on exit polls, 


taking into account what they like and don’t like. 
She takes pride in eliciting their truthfulness. 

Although all students attend all performances, 
standing ovations are not permitted. And 
though their expertise may be classical rep, 
more recent music is also on the schedule. 
“They don’t have to like it, but they all have to 
play and open their ears to it.” 

Students aren’t required to perform every 
week, or even perform at all. “PMP is not 
a performance-oriented program,” explains 
Toby. If there’s time and they’re interested, 
they can form string quartets. The 12-year- 
old violinist will have companions in 13- and 
14-year-olds, and lifelong friendships will be 
formed (even some marriages have started 
here). And everyone, no matter what his or her 
major instrument, sings in the chorus, run by 
the beloved Patrick Romano. g&@

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Solutions for Hamptons Beach Overcrowding

ave you had to fight for a slice of sand at 

the beach this summer? There was a time, 
before the Hamptons became uber-famous, 
where during the dog days of summer you 
could make your way to one of the area beaches 
and easily find an excellent spot to chillax. It 
seems like those days are gone forever. 

Claiming your piece of beach real estate 
can be a challenging process. | liken it to a 
pod of walruses fighting for the choice spot 
on a small coastal outcrop. Luckily, unlike the 
walruses, who often engage in battle for their 
right to sunbathe, there have been no incidents 
of serious bodily harm in the Hamptons this 
summer. So isn’t this the best time to be 
proactive...before an overcrowding beach 
crises occurs? 

We are a group of very civilized people in 
the Hamptons. Surely we can devise a way to 
limit the maximum number of occupants at the 
beach at any given time. For safety reasons, 
restaurants are required to post the maximum 
number of patrons they can accommodate, so 
why can’t the beaches?

Secure your slice of sand quick! 


Accordingly, if there were a shark sighting, a 
title wave or any other emergency at the beach, 
too many people could result in widespread 
panic, and when that happens...people get 
trampled. This type of uncontrollable behavior 
occurs at soccer games, concerts and other 
events all the time. Wherever there are too 
many people occupying a single area, there is 
the real chance of serious danger. 

The standard minimum allowable beach 
space should be established at 36 square feet 
per person. This is enough room (6’ x 6’) for 
a person to spread out a towel, cooler and 
other beach accessories and still have room to 
evacuate the beach in case of an emergency. 
Each area can be roped off and a number 
assigned. This formula will allow all East End 
beaches to calculate the maximum number of 
beachgoers permitted. 

Here’s how the system works: If you are 
attempting to claim a spot at Ocean Road 
Beach in Bridgehampton and it has exceeded 
its capacity, there will be an electronic sign that 
might read “Beach Full—66 spots remaining 
at Indian Wells Beach in Amagansett.” If you 
arrive in Amagansett too late to get a spot, 
another sign might read “Beach Full—-82 spots 
remaining at Main Beach in East Hampton.” 


Airports have effectively used this type of 
system for years to let drivers know how many 
parking spots remain on each level or lot. And 
of course, once someone leaves the beach, that 
spot then will be reflected as available on the 
electronic sign. 

Elevated social status will not gain any benefit 
in the system. And there will be no reserving 
spots for people who have not yet arrived. This 
isn’t like someone going to the movie theater 
early and then saving multiple seats for their 
friends who show up at the last minute. There 
will be none of those types of shenanigans on 
the East End beaches. 

Another benefit of limiting the number of 
beachgoers is reducing the stress of the beach 


resources. Fewer people equals less carbon 
footprints in the sand. And of course, limiting 
the number of beachgoers also increases the 
ability of the lifeguards to monitor, control and 
respond to situations. 

This is the only logical way to control beach 
overcrowding. If there are no beach spots 
available, there are many other things for 
visitors to do in the Hamptons. Maybe use the 
free time to visit the local shops, sample some 
great food or see some of the many landmarks. 
Spend some money, for crying out loud! 

We can _even_ run_ public service 
announcements on the local stations: Hear 
us good, Hear us loud, Protect our beaches,

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Grab Your Bat—Cricket Is Back on Shelter Island

C ricket, you may be surprised to learn, is 
not only popular in Europe and Asia—it 
maintains a devoted following in the Hamptons, 
as well. The Shelter Island Cricket Club (SICC) 
holds an annual charity match in order to 
raise money for the Shelter Island Ambulance 
Corps, and this year’s game—marking its third 
consecutive year of operation—will take place 
July 26 on the large field directly adjacent to the 
Island Boat Yard. 

From 9 a.m. to 4 p.m., spectators can enjoy 
a rousing cricket match, complete with food, 
drink and kids’ activities. In fact, a kids’ match 
will take place during the lunch hour. There is 
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no admissions fee, though 
donations are encouraged, 
and all proceeds will go 
toward the Ambulance 
Corps. The corps _ itself 
(founded in 1913 by local 
residents, chartered by 
Herbert Hoover and staffed 
by 30 unpaid volunteers) 
serves the up to 12,500 
temporary and permanent 
residents of Shelter Island. 

The event—which raised 
over $15,000 last year in a 
match between SICC and a 
“Rest of the World” team, 
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and used the donations 
to fund a machine that 
communicates ECG data 
from an ambulance to the 
hospital—is organized by 
Gareth Jones and David 
Shillingford, who recount 
that “something that 
started as a bet around 
the barbeque one _ night 
has morphed into a great 
gannual event thanks to 
sthe support of the Shelter 
sIsland community. One of 
gthe greatest things about 
2this event it that it allows 
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visitors and_ part-time 
residents to give back to a community that 
brings us and our families so much joy.” 
Coordinating participant and assistant 
Chaloner Chute explains that “the U.S. players 
are expatriates, mainly British, who often 
have children born in the U.S., particularly 
in the Shelter Island area. The ‘Rest of the 
World’ players originally come from many 
countries, including Australia, Canada, India, 
Pakistan, New Zealand, Scotland, Ireland, Wales 
and England.” 
Cricket is a game with roots in 16th-century 
southern England, though the British Empire’s 
colonialism spread the sport until it became 


‘a fixture in countries such as India, Pakistan, 


South Africa, Australia and the West Indies. 
It is still considered the national sport of the 
U.K., in fact. This bat-and-ball game bears a 
very distant relationship to our own national 
sport of baseball, featuring two teams of 11 
players each. The team at bat attempts to 
score runs, while the other bowls the ball (an 
analogue to pitching), attempting to dismiss 
the batters. The bowler aims to knock down 
the wicket (next to the batter), while the batter 
tries to knock the ball away before the wicket 
can be put down. The sport made its way 
to the Hamptons via a community of British 
expatriates but has acquired something of a life 
of its own on the East End. 

Sportsmanship is especially important to 
players and fans of this game—in fact, in the 
U.K., the phrase “it’s not cricket” is often still 
used to describe high standards of morality 
or sportsmanlike conduct in non-cricket 
situations. Unlike in many American sports, the 
umpire is never to be argued with—unless the 
player thinks the umpire has awarded him an 
unfair advantage, in which case batters have 
been known to declare themselves out even if 
the umpire does not. 

Though the game is intended as a charity 
event, Chute warns that competing is no 
easy feat. 

“Most of the players are now working 
professional jobs in the New York area. However, 
before they came here, they represented either 
their schools or their clubs, and, in some cases, 
their counties. This means that, although many 
of the players are older and play infrequently 
now, the standard is still quite high.” ; 

Chute, as always, is excited for the event— 


and hopes the turnout will continue to grow. ga

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Nathaniel Rogers House Restoration—One Year Later

e take our history very seriously out 

here on the East End, where the story 
our past is revealed in historic houses. The 
Nathaniel Rogers House, at the crossroads 
of the Hamptons, situated in Bridgehampton, 
across from the Topping Rose House, tells a big 
part of the story, from 1820 to the present. 

Last July, Dan’s Papers ran an article describing 
the progress of the house’s restoration. So, 
what’s happened in a year? First, let’s go back 
in time. 

The project to restore the Nathaniel Rogers 
House was begun in 2004 by the Bridgehampton 
Historical Society (BHS, now the Bridgehampton 
Museum), the Town of Southampton and New 
York State, through its Department of Parks, 
Recreation and Historic Preservation. After 
the Town assumed legal title to the house 
and property, it was agreed that the BHS 
would restore and occupy it. The physical work 
started around 2008, after hiring architects 
and structural engineers, getting preliminary 
surveys, and painstakingly removing, cataloging, 
crating and storing what could be saved—and 
taking samples of what couldn’t be saved. 

The Community Preservation Fund and the 
BHS funded the Exterior Stabilization Project, 
which began last year. The house had been on 
its last leg in preceding years: its columns were 
held up with two-by-fours and the roofs were 
open to the sky. : 

When BHS executive director, John Eilertsen,

first entered the house, he found disintegrating 
plaster, peeling paint, crumbling chimneys, 
and raccoon droppings. Today the ceiling is 
sealed, the sub-floor is in, and the walls have 
been bared where plaster was damaged and 
white-washed with a fungicide applied against 
the mold bloom. The framing has been exposed 
and new wall studs added. 
“The purpose of restoration is to not change,” 


says Eilertsen. “Where we had to, concrete was 
poured, but the rock walls remained from 1820 
and 1840. 

The Nathaniel Rogers House has had the 


distinction of being owned by several prominent 


Bridgehampton residents. Abraham T. Rose, 
a judge, built the Federal-style house in 1820. 
Rose inherited land across the street, built 
a new house, now called (Cont’d on page 52)

exterior and inte- 
riors. Restoration 
work is due to be 
completed next year. 
The Nathaniel Rogers 
House will headquar- 
ter the Bridgehamp- 
ton Museum and 
many of its holdings 
and will fetaure inter- 
active exhibits. 
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the Topping Rose House, and sold the original 
house in 1839 to Nathaniel Rogers, a renowned 
New York miniaturist who was returning to 
his birthplace. The Rogers family sold it in 
1857 to James R. Hunting, a successful whaling 
captain, who sold it in 1873 to the DeBost 
family, merchants in the city, who turned it into 
what may have been the first summer home in 
the Hamptons, inaugurating the Southampton 
summer colony. The house turned over a few 
more times, and in 1894, John Hedges and 
Frank Hopping, father and son-in-law, turned it 
into The Hampton House, one of the first inns 
that catered to summer people. Jim Hopping, 
the last private owner, grew up in the house 
and returned to live there in the 1940s until he 
sold it in 2003. But it was primarily Rogers who 


expanded the house into what it is today. 

“The most dramatic thing about 
the house was what a time capsule it 
was,” says architect Kurt Hirschberg, 
from the New York architectural firm, 
Jan, Hird, Pokorny Associates, who 
was chosen from the beginning for the 
project. The predominantly new-design 
firm, established in 1947, started doing 
restoration-related work in the late 1970s 
with the South Street Seaport, and had 
restored many house-museums similar to 
the Rogers house. 

“Because it had not been touched for so 
many years, aside from what the Hampton 
House had done to make it service as an 
inn, it still had a lot of its historic character.

As you walk through, you can still see very 
distinct elements of each era: at the foot of the 
staircase you're looking at the original 1820s 
front door and sidelights. The black marble 
mantle pieces are from the 1840s. From the 
1890s remain the Hampton House dining room 
with striated paneling and the fireplace with the 
little shingled top, an excellent study in eclectic 
design of the1880s and 1890s.” 

Or, for instance, a lone sink by the back 
door—‘“So when guests of the Hampton House 
came back from the beach, they could wash 
their hands there, and then go into the dining 
room for their meals,” explains Eilertsen. 

And there are two front doors. “When you 
walk in the house today, you go through what 
you assume has always been the front door,” 
says Eilertsen, “but it’s not; you have to go into 
the second door, the original 1820 front door

built his Greek revival structure surrounding 
the existing house, with a new front, four parlor 
rooms and front door. . 

“The major improvement that’s happened 
this year is completing all the underpinning 
and repairs to the foundation walls, which is 
not glamorous but necessary,” says Hirschberg. 

Today, Hirschberg can envision the project’s 
goal, restoring the house back to the Hampton 
House era (1890s). He says his role was to add 
his expertise in designing a use for the house, 
a structure that was so close to being lost. 
“It’s wonderful to save it, but it has to have a 
function,” he says. 

Later this summer, the next phase of work 
will begin, addressing historic interior finishes 
and colors, replicating the original cupola, 
reconstructing the South wing, and mechanicals. 

“Our hope is to finish by December, 2015,” 
says Eilertsen. “It will be the Bridgehampton 
Museum headquarters, open to the public, 
with archival space, exhibition and research 
rooms, administrative space, and an audio/ 
video recording studio to record community 
memories from local people.” 


“The Rogers house will open up another 


resource for the community to link the past and 
move forward with the future,” says Julie Greene, 
curator and archivist of the Bridgehampton 
Museum Collection. “These old structures are 


_the natural resources of the East End, tying us 


to the past, which is incredibly important.” ga

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Suffolk United Veterans: Helping Troops Rejoin Society

he rate of homelessness among veterans 

climbs higher and higher by the year, but 
one organization is working tirelessly to change 
the circumstances for our returning troops. 
Suffolk County United Veterans (SCUV), based 
in Yaphank, serves the homeless veterans of 
Suffolk County in countless ways, and aims to 
“assist veterans in retaining their dignity and 
independence.” 

The original founder of the program, John 
Lynch, a Vietnam veteran himself, was inspired 
to begin SCUV after happening upon one of 
his former squadmates, who was homeless 
and eating from a garbage can. After aiding his 
friend in his search for a home, Lynch realized 
that the soldier was by no means alone in his 
plight. He “could not ignore the stark contrast 
for people who had meant so much to him 
earlier in his life,” and set about building his 
new agency from the ground up. 

SCUV welcomes aid from any and all concerned 
citizens, but places a particular emphasis on 
“veterans helping veterans,” because of the 
organization’s belief that “military experience 
often represents the period of greatest success 
among vets [who need] help.” 

The vets employed by the program help 
their compatriots with addiction, physical 
challenges, mental health issues, family 
problems and unemployment (as well as 
homelessness, perhaps the greatest challenge 
the veterans face). 

SCUV offers four types of housing for 
struggling veterans—emergency _ shelter 
services, which are designed to provide veterans 
with safe, clean, supervised housing and 
assist them with moving toward more 
permanent homes; transitional housing (which 
includes educational activities, vocational 
training, finance management, and assistance in 
finding jobs); permanent housing, which also 
allows these veterans to mentor the next 
generation of vets in need; and supportive 
senior housing, intended to allow senior 
citizens and the disabled to maintain 
independent lifestyles while still retaining case 
management services. 

The organization’s in-house case management 
services aid veterans in getting back on their 
feet, while adding a touch of personal care. 
Case managers give individualized assistance to 
the vets, including mental health and substance 
abuse treatment, individual and_ family 
counseling, Veterans Administration benefits 
and anumber of other forms of public assistance. 
They also assist program participants in finding 
and keeping new employment. 

Of course, maintaining employment is 
difficult if, as is the case for many disabled vets, 
transportation becomes an issue. Luckily, SCUV 
has a solution for that, too—Vets.New Freedom 
Job Access Transportation provides curb-to- 
curb rides to and from major employment hubs 
for disabled veterans. 

Historically, Yaphank is heavily associated 
with the United States Armed Forces, so it’s 
rather fitting that SCUV is headquartered there. 
Early in the Revolutionary War, the trails of 
Yaphank were marching grounds for colonial 
troops, and many a Union soldier shipped off 
from the area during the Civil War. Then, during 


the First World War, Camp Upton (most famous 
as the location where Irving Berlin penned the 
musical Yip, Yip, Yaphank, which later became 
a wartime movie) organized and quartered 
soldiers, and was used again to mobilize 
units during the early months of America’s 
involvement in World War II. 

Additionally, the first almshouse in Suffolk 
County, intended to care for the poor and 
otherwise disadvantaged, was established in 
Yaphank in 1871, later becoming the Suffolk 
County Home. Continuing in that spirit, SCUV 
brings together the military history of the area 
and its past record of aiding the economically, 
mentally and physically disadvantaged of 
Suffolk County. 


The organization is not just limited to veteran 
aid, though that is its main focus—one of its 
two food pantries (the Riverhead location) 
is open to all members of the community. 
The Yaphank location provides assistance 
to families of service members, in addition 
to the veterans themselves. These pantries 
offer canned vegetables and meats, cleaning 
supplies, paper goods and pet food (among 
many other items). 

The road that lies ahead of these veterans is 
not an easy one—but organizations like SCUV 
may smooth out a few of the bumps. ga

verybody knows Betsey 

Johnson. She’s the famous 
clothes designer who has_ been 
plying her trade since the 1960s with 
colorful clothes and accessories 
for women that celebrate life and 
happiness. Her fashions today, all at 
affordable prices, are sold in stores 
around the world. She has a design 
studio on West 39th Street where she 
produces her collections. She has 
runway shows at Lincoln Center, an 
apartment in Manhattan and a house 
in East Hampton. She even has a fan 
club. 

“Mostly today, it’s the fans who 
have been with me forever,” she 
told me. “But I also have a fan base 
among the young. Last year, | did 
a Betsey Johnson Vintage line for 
Urban Outfitters.” 

Betsey Johnson first came out to 
the Hamptons in 1965 as part of 
the Andy Warhol crew. “Andy had 
this wonderful, gorgeous beachfront 
spread in Montauk. We were all the 
freaks coming out here. As for the 
rest of the Hamptons, it was funky 
farmers and the stuffy Old Guard and 
tourists. It’s so different now.” 

Betsey first rented a place in 
Amagansett in 1991. Then, in 2000, 
she bought a home in East Hampton 
where she was soon joined by her 
daughter Lulu. 

I am, however, on this day having 
coffee with Betsey in her Manhattan 
apartment, which is on the 10th floor 
of a building on Madison Avenue. It is mid- 
week. She has a beautiful view of Central 
Park from her terrace. She’s also in grandma 
heaven. Hard to believe she is a grandma. 
But also in the building in an apartment even 
larger than hers is her daughter LuLu and her 
two granddaughters, age 8 and 6. 

Betsey is a beautiful blonde woman dressed 
exactly as you might imagine, in her own 
unique designs. Lots of little bows and things. 
She is filled with enthusiasm, a trait she had 
all her life. It is infectious and just being 
around her is exciting. 

Betsey was born and raised in Weathersfield, 
Connecticut, which was a farm town back 
then. Her dad was a mechanical engineer who 
worked at a factory in Windsor, which was the 
next town over. The factory made pot-bellied 
stoves and castings for Colt and Winchester rifles. 
Betsey went to Weathersfield grammar 
school and_ Terryville High School. 
“I loved art. | had the best teacher, Henrietta 
Card. I also had a dancing teacher, Ann Pym, 
who had been a chorus girl and she dragged 
me to New York and I studied acrobatics, jazz, 
tap dancing, ballet, Hindu and Spanish dancing. 
I also went to Ted Shawn’s School of Dance at 
Jacob’s Pillow, the counterpart of Tanglewood. 
“Iwas a lifeguard in the summer, an ice cream girl 
at Friendly’s, but I died for cheerleading. I was a

cheerleader for nine years. I was the aerialist.” 
Betsey, went to New York City at 16 to be 
a dancer, and passed an audition. “I loved 
the work,” she says. She bought sequins and 
costumes. She was also accepted by Pratt 
Institute and went there for a year, where she 
excelled at cheerleading, art and dance. She 
was also the president of her class. 

But she didn’t like being in Brooklyn where 
Pratt was. It was dangerous on the streets and 
the kids all wore beepers for that reason, and 
she decided that if she was serious—and this 
is about cheerleading, not design—she should 
transfer to a big school. 


“I checked out Boston University 
and finally settled on then went to 
Syracuse. I was there when Ernie 
Davis was the big running back on the 
footballteam. I tried out for cheerleader 
and missed in my freshman year, but 
then I was accepted as an acrobat. 
In my senior year, I was co-captain 
of the team and travelled with the 
football team to Notre Dame also to 
Miami and for a Bowl game in Los 
Angeles. I did really well in school.” 
But, like a lot of people at the time, 
Betsey knew that the real excitement 
was in New York City and she thought, 
“ve got to go there. I mean the © 
worst thing that could happen is if 
it doesn’t work out I will just leave.” 


Scouring the want ads, she 
saw there were a great many 
jobs in the fashion industry 


available, also at some magazines. 
“I knew fashion,” she said. “I could 
cut and sew. My mother, when I 
was growing up, sewed clothes for 
kids and | had made a lot of my 
“own costumes for solos when I was 
dancing. I had been a Brownie, a 
Girl Scout, I had gotten every badge.” 

In Betsey’s senior year at college, 
Mademoiselle magazine picked her as 
one of 20 girls around the country 
to become a guest editor for one 
edition of the publication. She was 
flown to New York, put up at the 
Barbazon, and worked as guest editor 
to the editor of the fabric department. 
She spent three weeks in New 
York City and also as part of the 
program, one week in Europe. Betsey 

went to London, where she met Viva and 

Mary Quant. During the day she visited 

museums and galleries. Also Harrods. At . 

nights she would go to the discos and SoHo, 

places with psychedelic lights and music, 
pink pillows and club rooms that were all 
mattresses and then crawl back to the Hilton. 

At the end of the program, she continued as 

assistant editor to the fabric editor D.J. White, 

who as it happened, went off on maternity 
leave to have baby. They offered Betsey the job 
running the department forthenext sixmonths. 

“The fabric department—they don’t even 

have a section for the fabric department 

in the magazine anymore—had incredible 

files. I was dazzled by all of the kinds of 

lamés and dayglo colors and _ Lurexes.” 
In her $62-a month sixth story walkup 
under the Brooklyn Bridge, Betsey designed 
little miniskirts, leotard-like costumes 
and dancing school type t-shirts and she 
began selling them to friends on the side. 
“I absolutely loved doing this,” she said, “but I 
thought, who’s going to know about it?” 

At Mademoiselle, she was given a job doing 
illustrations. Her first illustrations were one page 
of heavy black line drawings of shoes. After that, 
they gave her three pages and then six pages. 
“Then D.J. came back and I was transferred 
to a clerk-assistant job, (Cont'd on next page) 
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a secretary in the art department. But I’m still 
selling my clothes. So I made up a catalogue 
and put it in the ladies room at the magazine.” 
From that catalogue came her first big 


break. Mademoiselle featured one _ of 
her shirts, a t-shirt with ribbons and 
flowers in the “shop by mail” section. 


“Suddenly the orders started coming in. I could 
do three a night, ten on a weekend. I needed to 
buy three yards of cotton crochet fabric. I was 
charging $10 and $20 for a shirt. I had to borrow 
money from my parents to finance it.” 

Back at Mademoiselle, the editors called her 
in. 

“They said | should really be a designer. | 
was a good illustrator but a great designer of 
clothes. They called up a garment manufacturer 
on Seventh Avenue to set up an interview but 
then it was cancelled when they found I didn’t 
have any course credits in clothes designs. 
It was at this point that Paul Young opened 
Paraphernalia, a store that imported 
neat stuff from Europe featuring the works 
- of young designers in New York City. 
Young would put their names on the label. 
“There were clothes by Joel Schumacher,” Betsey 
said, “and by Betsey Johnson. At the store there 
were go-go dancers in the window in silver minis 
all day. There were stainless steel tractor seats 
to sit on. It was all chrome and rock and roll.” 
Soon Jackie O. was buying Betsey Johnson 


clothes. Ted Kennedy came in to buy clothes’ 


for his wife. Through her fitting model, Edie 
Sedgwick, Betsey met Andy Warhol and began 
hanging out with that crowd in Chelsea. — 


“The’ name of the game was selling arty 
clothes to young socialites. | was so excited. 
I was high without drugs for five years.” 
She was featured in Time and also 
Life. Julie Christie bought her clothes. 
Twiggy wanted to meet her. Janis Joplin 
had her clothes, so did  Veruschka. 
At night Betsey went to Max’s Kansas City. Soon 
she found herself in love with John Cale of the 
Velvet Underground. 

“We got married. We were all these 
kids, Andy was our daddy and at the 
Factory we’d go home to sleep. I’d design 
some clothes and we’d go to Max’s.” 
Soon, though, everything began to get 
crazy. Young socialite ladies could buy 
a franchise of Paraphernalia for $20,000. 
Demand for product seemed insatiable. 
‘Td do a satin-backed crepe shirt with 
bush: pockets. They just wanted more and 
more and | finally began to feel this was 
not being creative anymore and I quit.” 
But not for long. Soon she hooked up with 
three friends in the business. With Barbara 
(Bunky) Washburn, who ran the production 
and design, and Anita Latorre, who ran 
European importing. They opened a boutique 
on 53rd Street called Betsey, Bunky and Nini. 
Then Betsey hooked up with Alley Cat, whom 
Betsey says knocked off her stuff then she 
went to Coty as the star of the junior marketing 
division. At the end of her first year there 
she got a British Mini as bonus. She stayed a 
total of four years, taking the company to $5 
million—but once again, as it became very

large, with a big sales force, she felt people 
were telling her what to do and she quit again. 
Her next ten years did not go well. She felt her 
customer was growing up and older and going 
into the job market and she tried designing 
contemporary clothes for working women, but 
it didn’t work out. By 1977, she had worked 
as a consultant for Sesame Street, designed 
rugby shirts for Gant, shoes for I. Miller and 
Capezio and matching outfits of yellow and 
white stripes in denim for Gingerbread Man. 
She also got pregnant. 
' “I went to an astrologer and said, ‘Everyone 
has all this love and respect for me but 
nobody is willing to take a risk for me.’ And the 
astrologer said, ‘Don’t you know that Saturn 
is in the ascendancy?’ In three months you'll 
have your own business and you'll look great’“ 
It was shortly after that that Betsey Johnson 
found she had $60,000 she did not know about. 
“It was at Thanksgiving dinner | was having 
at my Aunt Elsie’s,” she said. “She was talking 
about a stock called Dynotech, which was 
splitting all over the place and I remembered 
that years earlier, taking a tip from somebody 
I had met at Max’s Kansas City, I had written 
a check to Ray Durks to (Cont’d on next page)

buy $10,000 worth of Dynotech stock but it had 
gone down and down and it never occurred 
to me to look at it again. Now I looked at 
it the next day and it was worth $60,000. 
“On August 10, 1978, Betsey, along with her 
father and a partner, Shantal Bacon, put 
$100,000 together, which when matched by a 
top executive at Marine Midland, allowed her 
to open her own firm, Betsey Johnson, at Eighth 
Avenue and 35th Street. She got amazing press 
at her opening and was a smash hit. 

“I made all the clothes in black and white 
and red and black and I was selling everything I 


could produce out of my loft on Franklin Street - 


in SoHo. 

But in the second year everything collapsed. 
“Annie Flanders of the SoHo News said 
everyone’s trying to save me, why not open 
a store in SoHo and so | did, at Thompson, 
just west of Broadway. I decorated the store 
as if it were a scrapbook and that was a 
bit hit. I did rosebuds, flower prints on my 
clothes for the first time. In 1982 I bought 
a condominium and we opened a second 
store on Columbus Avenue. Our own stores 
always worked. We opened in Bloomingdale’s 
backyard—and by 1995 we had 30 stores.” 
Soon there were stores in Las Vegas, two in San 
Francisco, one in Seattle, Boston, South Beach, 
Houston, New Orleans, San Juan, London, and 
in some of the best malls in the country. By 
2005, there were 71 stores around the world. 
But then the economic downturn hit and the 
chain of stores began to lose money. With 


Chantell, Betsey turned to designing lingerie, 
jewelry, bags, stationery, home and bedding. 
They began licensing out some of the stores. 
In the end, however, the company went into 
bankruptcy. And soon after that, much of her 
licenses were bought up by Steve Madden, the 
shoe designer, and after that, she became the 
creative director of the Betsey Johnson brand 
for his company. 

“He always liked me,” she said, “the little 
kid from nowhere. We are ‘the real garmentos’ 
together.” 

Today, she concentrates on creating her 
collection, designing her work at the big studio 
on 79th Street between Third and Second, doing 
her runway shows—some have been-at Lincoln 
Center—and becoming the face of her brand. 
She does appearances. She is on TV. Last year 
she had a reality show, XOX Betsey Johnson, 
with her daughter LuLu on Style Network. 

Her designs are being produced and sold at 
Lord & Taylor, Nordstrom, Macy’s, Dillard’s, 
Von Maur and dozens of other retail outlets 
around the country. The single greatest source 
of sales, however, is at betseyjohnson.com. In 


- Manhattan, and in the Hamptons, you will not 


miss her when you see her, the woman who, as 
she told me last week “never got past the age 
of 24.”

Introduced about the same time as the noisy and 
cranky Model T, the original Rolls was painted 
silver and for the period had a magnificently 
quiet engine...as quiet as a ghost. 

America’s great war-hero car has to be the 
little World War II Kaiser Jeep. About one-third 
the size of the current Hummer, this little brown 
car did everything a Hummer could do. It really 
helped win the war along with its big brothers, 
the Sherman Tank and the P-51 Mustang. If 
machines could possibly have souls, these 
three machines are them. 

Racecars. Like athletes, they are always trying 
to prove and improve themselves. Which one 
has the most stamina? Who is the fastest or 
strongest? I’ve always had a soft spot in my 
heart for racing machines, and have owned 
two of the most important ones in the world. 
One was made of aluminum and the other was 
fiberglass. As fast and as powerful as they were, 
they were delicate little things. If you leaned 
on either one, you would probably damage the 
body. If you drove them improperly, they could 
break. You had to feed them the right fuel and 
oil at the right times. They had reputations. 
They could bite. They were like people. 

On July 9, the brilliant Maureen Dowd of The 
New York Times wrote a fascinating article about 
artificial intelligence and the advances that are 
being made with computers. The article implied 
that by 2045 there might actually be robots 
that would be intelligent enough to interface 
and even flirt with humans. It’s starting to

happen now with cars. The GPS voice sounds 
as if Diane Sawyer is in the dashboard. The new 
S Class Mercedes will spray perfume inside 
the cabin on command. Outside mirrors blink 
warnings and some invisible guy will actually 
hit your brake pedal and stop your car for you 
if you are going to have a collision. We have 
certainly come a long way from “Your door is 
ajar” recorded voices from the 1970s car era 
and “Open the pod door, Hal” moments from 
the film 2001. 

Are cars people? Not yet, but we can see it 
coming and it’s a little scary. It’s just a matter 
of time before some of the big thinkers in 
Washington change the rules.

A few weeks ago, a friend 
threw a_ bachelorette 
party for her sister in 
Southampton. Despite what 
some may think, the East 
End isn’t Las Vegas, and the 
bachelorette weekend was 
_ more ofa path to relaxation 
_ than a path to one of those 
24-hour chapels. 

Most appealing among 
the weekend’s activities was an at-home yoga 
class. Said friend had hired an instructor to 
give a class on her front lawn. I was intrigued. 
I seem to be less and less inclined to take my 
car out of my driveway each summer, opting 
instead to bike wherever I need to do, so the 
idea, of workout out without fighting traffic was 
appealing. 

Inspired by the bachelorette party idea, | 
organized a girls lunch hour for my mom, sister 
and myself with Mahri of Body Conceptions. 
Body Conceptions is a fitness venture created 
by Marhi, who danced professionally before 
venturing into the workout world, first as a 
trainer at the Tracy Anderson Method and then 
as creative director for FlyBarre at Flywheel 
Sports. Her method combines elements of 
dance and barre to give a full-body workout. 

Aside from the ease of working out at home, 
another reason for giving Body Conceptions 
a try was the idea of getting a real workout

that doesn’t involve running. After competing 
in track in college, I’ve become a bit of a snob 
when it comes to what “a solid workout” means. 
But, my experience with track also means that 
I’m constantly searching for a way to achieve 
a similar level of fitness without spending over 
three hours a day on a track. 

Thus, I like the idea of the full-body workout 
championed by barre classes. Muscle tone— 
especially with core muscles—is achieved 
by isolating different muscle groups through 
a series of movements that specifically 
employ body weight (think lots of push-ups, 
and exercises of that nature). Marhi’s class 
employed concepts similar to barre, but more 
time was devoted to using your own strength 
as opposed to working at the barre, something 
I appreciated. 

The one aspect of barre classes I tend not to 
like is the cardio—which is Zumba-esque—as 
I’ve never felt like I was getting my heart rate 
up. I’ve since realized that I probably wasn’t 
working hard enough. And, the way the Body 
Conceptions class is structured, the dancing at 
the end was more of a much-needed shakeout 
after the grueling intensity of engaging muscles 
that don’t often get worked. I enjoyed ending 
class like that, as it reminded me of the feeling of 
jumping in the ocean post-workout, stretching 
in the water. 

After class, Mahri told us that she decided to 
pursue dance, her true passion, while studying 
at UCSD/SDSU for her joint doctoral in clinical 
neurophychology. She later converted her work 


to a masters degree in psychology, which in 
effect enables her to better identify with her 
students. I love that Mahri has never looked 
back on her decision to follow her dreams, a 
concept that my sister, who will enter graduate 
school for teaching in the fall, and I have 
recently mused about. My sister will come 
home from her summer job laughing about 
the contrite reactions she gets when she tells 
people her future plans. (She thinks people 
would have a better reaction if she told them 
she was doing something more academic; or 
more free spirited, like backpacking through 
Europe.) But really, it’s all about what you find 
fulfilling. What else matters? 

A cursory glance at Marhi’s website, and the 
first thing you'll see is the below: 

“Good for the body is the work of the body, 
good for the soul the work of the soul, and good 
for either the work of the other.” —Henry David 
Thoreau. Couldn’t have said it better myself. 

Mahri is a part of the FITiST Collective. The 
concept has roots in New York City, but the 
East Hampton location, at 5 Railroad Avenue, 
is its first brick-and-mortar. FITiST Collective 
operates on the premise that a well-rounded 
approach to fitness should incorporate 
a number of different classes, not just one.

CONFIRMING DEEDED 
OWNERSHIP 


You can’t sell what you don’t own. While that 
sounds like a simple rule, sellers often do not 
formally own what they functionally control. It’s 
imperative that a seller checks their deed before 
they list property for sale in order to confirm that 
the property is deeded in their name and their 
name alone. To illustrate, sometimes a child 
wrongfully believes that they automatically own 
property that was in their deceased parent’s 
estate and do not realize that the Surrogate’s 
Court first needs to sign off on such transfers 
of ownership, especially when the child has 
estranged siblings who are still alive. Failure 
to discover these issues before a buyer is in 
the picture will generally kill a deal, because 
rectifying such issues takes considerable time 
and buyers don’t like to wait around. So, if a 
seller’s name is not on the deed or someone 
else is also on the deed with the seller, the seller 
should see an attorney immediately and rectify 
the deed prior to listing the property for sale. 


SETTING THE LISTING PRICE 
There is a difference between emotionally 
wanting to be paid a certain price because 
you spent that much in costs between buying 
and fixing the house and your house actually

fate deal starts before you list it. As part 


appraising for that price. Be sure to discuss with 
your broker what comparable homes are selling 
for on the market, including price per square foot 
for both structures and acreage. When a home 
is priced improperly, it can sit on the market for 
way too long. Also, even if the home does sell 
at the artificially inflated price, a purchaser who 
is seeking a mortgage to finance the purchase 
will be denied in their mortgage application if the 
house does not appraise at the sale price. 


STAGING AND ACTIVE 
CONCEALMENT 


While professional staging and photographs are 
all the rage in Hamptons real estate, one mustn’t 
ever conceal a defect in the home. To illustrate, if 
there is mold on the wall, a layer of paint is never 
the solution. Owners remain liable post-closing 
for any active concealment of a known defect 
in their home. Cut the cord after you sell by 
being forthright about your property’s defects — 
or better yet, just get those defects fixed. 


PROACTIVE HOME 
INSPECTION 


Your buyer will almost certainly get a home 
inspection of the systems and components 
of your home, including the heating, cooling, 
plumbing and electrical system, as well as 


the structural components. In New _ York 
State, home inspectors must be licensed to 
perform inspections of residential buildings for 
compensation, and many of their techniques 
have become standardized across the field. So 
be prepared to either renegotiate your sales 
price or to fix items of your home in order to 
sell. To avoid this headache, a seller can order 
their own proactive home inspection and then 
repair the items that will otherwise pop up 
on the buyer’s home-inspection report. Simple 
fixes such as cleaning downspouts, repairing 
flashing and aiming sprinklers properly can avoid 
unnecessary renegotiation. 


BROKER’S LOYALTY 


In New York State, a broker is permitted to werk 
concurrently for both the seller and buyer on the 
same deal if both the seller and the buyer waive 
the conflict of interest. The advantage of waiving 
the conflict is an increase in demand, where the 
broker can bring their own client-buyers to the 
property. The disadvantage is that this increase 
in demand comes at the expense of undivided 
loyalty. Sellers must understand that waiving the 
conflict can help sell their house faster, but as a 
result they can no longer seek the advice of their 
broker when strategizing for negotiations.

BUDGETING FOR 
TRANSACTION COSTS 

When selling a property, it’s all about what 
you net post-closing. Be sure to think about 
professional fees for brokers, attorneys and 
accountants as well as NYS transfer tax, which 
is charged at the rate of $2 for each $500 
of sales price. Also, don’t forget that the buyer’s 
title agent will charge you approximately $150 for 
each lien that is being paid off at closing. 


CERTIFICATE OF 
OCCUPANCY 

lf you put in a pool, added an extension or built 
a deck without a permit or you didn’t get a 
certificate of occupancy (CO) upon completion, 
these issues will be brought to the forefront 
when selling your home. The buyer’s attorney 
will catch your missing compliance and force you 
to either obtain a CO or offset the sales price to 
reflect the lost value in the home from removing 
the noncompliant item. Also, a frustrated buyer 
may walk. Don’t bury your head in the sand and 
hope that no one will notice. Go get the CO 
before you list the property. 
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SURVEY AND 
BOUNDARY LINE 

Surveys show the boundary lines of the 
property and the structures thereon. It’s not only 
possible that you own structures encroaching on 
your neighbor’s land, but your neighbor may have 
structures on your land, which your neighbor 
nowmay claimto own through adverse possession. 
To illustrate, if your neighbor’s bulk-heading 
has encroached onto your land for over 10 
years, it’s possible that your neighbor now 
claims to adversely own your land below the 
bulk-heading. As a result of this possibility, your 
buyer’s title insurance company may require 
an affidavit from your neighbor disavowing 
these claims of ownership in order to insure 
your sale. 


AVOIDING CAPITAL GAINS TAX 

As a default rule, when you sell appreciated 
real estate, you owe capital gains tax, which 
in New York State can be up to approximately 
31.5%. Nonetheless, when selling your primary 
residence, a married couple can avoid up to 
$500,000 of gain pursuant to IRC §121 if 
certain conditions are met. Additionally, as to 
non-primary residences, IRC §1031 offers a 


tax-deferral option if your real estate is held 
in the productive use of a trade, business or 
investment. While vacation homes are generally 
not permitted in a 1031 Exchange, the IRS 
offers a safe harbor that permits a vacation 
home to qualify, which safe harbor is detailed at 
Rev. Proc. 2008-16. 


CLEARING LIENS 


While sellers are aware who they have a mortgage 
with, many people don’t realize that a judgment 
is also a lien on your real property for up to 20 
years. To learn if there are judgment liens on 
your property, the Suffolk County Clerk offers an 
online records search. Clear those liens before 
you list your home for sale, because when a 
judgment creditor cannot be located, you may 
have to either bond the debt at great cost or 
instead delay the closing until the creditor can 
be located—which sometimes never happens, 
resulting in the need for a lawsuit to discharge 
the lien. @

s real estate developers continually quest for the “new”—new 

markets, new clients, new areas to build upon, new amenities with 

which to fill their new constructions —Jim Rooney, Principal of FLEX 

Development and Broker at KP Property Group, sees opportunity 
in both the new and the renewable for what he believes to be a growing, yet 
underserviced, customer base in the Hamptons—those who are “looking for 
either new construction or completely remodeled turnkey homes, and are 
unable to find real value in the $1 million to $2 million range,” he says. These 
buyers may vary in age and personal goals—they can be young and upwardly 
mobile, or looking for a place in the East End to spend their retirement or semi- 
retirement years—but their desires are the same. 

Currently developing communities in both East Hampton and Amagansett 
with that buyer base in mind, Rooney’s Sayville-based company keeps a dual 
focus on both newly constructed homes and renovated classics to widen 
the range of available properties for Hamptons buyers. “Quality custom-built 
and luxuriously appointed residential construction and impeccably renovated 
existing homes” are the hallmarks for Rooney as KP Property Group looks to 
increase its East End footprint. 

KP Property Group was originally conceived as simply “a means to access 
information regarding properties for sale,” says Rooney, and for more than 
20 years the group bought and sold investment properties. Along the way, 
it retained multi-family, commercial and small apartment buildings, which the 
company still manages today. Throughout the past two decades, Rooney’s 
primary dealing has been in the mortgage business, with a strong concentration 
on private-money construction loans. The group’s target area for lending, 
he says, was always the Hamptons, which enabled them to meet and work 
closely with the East End’s local builders. Eventually the group began forging 
partnerships with these builders and going into numerous joint ventures.

“We felt the need to form our own company to handle new construction 
builds and home remodels, primarily in the township of East Hampton,” Rooney 
explains, and FLEX Development was formed. FLEX has become more of 
the group’s primary focus as the mortgage market continues to consolidate, 
“leaving the small banker and broker behind in a sea of governmental red tape 
and misguided regulations.” 

The group’s designs are generally traditional when it comes to new 
constructions, though the interior finishes contain a touch of modern flair. As 
for homes that are already standing and are ready for an upgrade, there can 
be some unique issues, not the least of which is potential homeowners being 
able to envision and engage in a large-scale renovation done right. “While it’s 
extremely common to see tear-downs and new builds in so many areas of the 
East End, there are more than enough homes worth remodeling. Unfortunately, 
we feel many of the second-home-market buyers are so busy that they don’t 
have the time or patience to see a large renovation through its many challenges.” 

Another area presenting challenges, Rooney notes, is the evolving mortgage 
market. “The mortgage market is vastly different than it was several years ago. 
Banks are much more restricted in their lending parameters, making it tough 
for any common-sense underwriting to take place. It is nearly impossible for 
builders to go to a conventional bank and ask for funding for spec construction, 
even in a market as solid as the Hamptons—so builders are forced to fund 
themselves, or use private moneylenders. 

“If there’s one bright side to the lending market,” he continues, “it’s for the 
qualified end user that can obtain interest rates that are still extremely low, 
making an investment in Hamptons real estate a great long-term decision.” m

Landscape design seems like a world of 
limitless possibilities, particularly here 
in the Hamptons. How do you help 
clients narrow down the options? 

It’s important to know your limitations and 
commit to the project. Sustainability in the nat- 
ural environment is key. Plants need space to 


grow—overloading a garden is a real concern. 
Maintenance is vital as well to preserve the 
aesthetic of your home. Accessorizing your land- 
scape with statuary and the like can be fun, but 
in moderation. The best results come from a 
design that can be lived in. Too many “unnatural” 
elements can make the landscape feel 
uncomfortable. 


What special challenges does the environ- 
ment of the East End pose for planning, 
building and maintaining gardens? 

Long Island experiences the full range of sea- 
sons, and therefore weather in general plays a 
part in all my garden designs.

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Annual flowers are fine for a garden that will see 
regular revisions, but perennials are often more 
desirable for clients who wish to maintain a de- 
fined aesthetic, long-term. | think most clients 
would agree that the greatest challenges lay with 
the wildlife—deer in particular. They are an inte- 
gral part of the local ecosystem though, so it’s im- 
perative to safely deter them from your property. 


What are some strategies that you use to 
make your new gardens appear as if they’ve 
been there a while, or like they’re naturally 
occurring? 

Timing is everything—although planning and 
preparation never hurt, either. It’s important to think 
about every stage that the project will go through, 
not just the end result. 

Which flowers will bloom first? Which will 
achieve the greatest height? Will the natural 
life cycle of the plants leave the garden looking 
barren at some point? | try to arrange my 
designs so that they come to life in a pre-determined 
order so that as each flower blooms, it serves 
a purpose without detracting from what's 
already there. 


Is there something that you consider a sig- 
nature for your work—perhaps an idiosyn- 
cratic planting or some other unusual fea- 
ture that you use? 

Bright, bold colors are a huge part of what | do. 
In nature, standout colors are everywhere. The 
importance of color cannot be overstated. Just 
about any tree can be green, but when their leaves 
turn that reddish-orange, people will come from 
miles away to appreciate its beauty. 

Nature doesn’t consider itself gaudy or hold 
back—neither should you. 


From where do you draw inspiration? Are 
there important landscapes that you find 
especially influential? 

I'm inspired by everything that has beauty with- 
in it. | love to visit all different places and try to 
see the gardens everywhere | travel. Every garden 
that | visit is a different experience. 

I’m also very motivated by art. Because I’m 
Brazilian, [pioneering landscape architect] Rober- 
to Burle Marx is my master. | love to read about 
his life and research his projects. 


How does it feel to work in a place where 
you often have unlimted resources—say, to 
be able to work with full-grown trees and 
shrubs and essentially have a mature garden 
from the moment of completion? 

There's certainly a sense of immediate grati- 
fication and satisfaction both for myself and for 
the client in seeing a landscape transform dra- 
matically almost overnight. That having been said, 
necessity is the mother of invention—working 
within budgetary and time constraints can lead 
to creative and awe-inspiring results. And there is 
something uniquely magical about watching your 
dream project slowly come to life. m

The movie industry has decided to forgo the use of print film, which 
the cinema still relies on. By the end of the year, the industry will 
distribute movies solely in a digital format, requiring the cinema to 
purchase new equipment that it currently can’t afford. To help save 
the theater, the Hampton Arts Cinema has chosen to fundraise using a 
Kickstarter campaign. 

The theater set a goal to collect $125,000 by August 30. According 
to Laurie Rubick, the manager of the Hampton Arts Cinema, reaching 
this goal would give the theater enough money to replace all of its old 
equipment, even after Kickstarter takes its 5% fee. The project has 
accumulated $4,641 in pledges as of Tuesday afternoon, July 22. 

In addition, “The landlord said if we reach our goal and are able to 
stay a theater, then he would buy a new heating and air-conditioning 
system that we desperately need. So [the theater] will be all brand 
new,” Rubick says. These new cost-effective heating systems may even 
help the cinema stay open all year long, rather than closing for a few 
months each winter as it has in recent years. 

If the cinema doesn’t hit its $125,000 target, no further fundraising 
is planned. The cinema would shutter by the end of the year, when its 
equipment becomes obsolete. 

The Hampton Arts Cinema, which boasts a “5 Dollar Tuesdays,” has 
an 87-year history in Westhampton Beach. A unique aspect about the 
theater is that the staff pops the popcorn right there. Most theaters 
today do not actually make popcorn on-site, Rubick points out. The 
Hampton Arts Cinema offers fresh, house-made popcorn daily and 
Rubick says it’s what has kept the theater afloat. Most of the money 
from ticket sales goes straight back to the movie industry. So if you 
can’t afford to make a pledge to the theater, Rubick suggests coming 
see a movie but, more importantly, buying a bag of popcorn.

Hamptons Municipal Board Mulls 
Requiring Turn Signals — 


HAMPTONS: At a poorly attended public meeting Thursday, the 
Hamptons Municipal Board considered new legislation suggested 
by Mayor James Hamilton to mandate the use of turn signals when 
changing lanes or making left turns. 

The mayor said that after a recent trip to Amish Country, he found 
that frequent use of turn signals by other drivers made it easier for him 
to anticipate when they planned to stop short in front of him, or cut 
him off. “It was awfully convenient,” he said. 

Since the first horseless carriages took to the streets of the Hamptons 
in 1913, the use of turn signals by motorists on local streets has been 
optional. Mayor Hamilton believes now’s the time to change that. 

Trustee Brandice worried about the economic impact of such 
legislation. “This bill would chase the Range Rover drivers right out of 
town,” she said. “What would that do to businesses? People leave the 
city and come to the Hamptons to get away from flashing lights,” 

When Trustees Barns posed the question, “Why not require turn 
signals for right turns, too?” the board hesitated, then exploded in 
laughter. “Why don’t we just require people to pull over for emergency 
vehicles while we’re at it,” the mayor facetiously suggested. 

The meeting was then quickly adjourned, with the turn-signal matter 
pushed off to a later date. The mayor said afterward that he will try to 
drum up support for the legislation by never turning off his blinker as 
he drives down County Road 39. 
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Alcohol Respicnon 
at Indian Wells 
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AMAGANSETT: Key steps 
are in place for alcohol to be | 
restricted at Indian Wells Beach 
in Amagansett. Pending approval 
from Albany, alcohol will be 
banned within 1,000 feet east and 
west of the road end on weekends 
and holidays during lifeguard 
hours, 9 a.m.—5 p.m. The Town 
Board approved the measure on 
July 17.

Councilman Peter Van Scoyoc 
confirmed that the restriction is a 
result of a compromise between 
the Town Board—who wanted 
stricter measures against alcohol, 
initially pushing for a ban within 
2,500 feet east and west—and 
Town Trustees, who wanted more 
lenient regulations. 

Partying at Indian Wells has 
been an issue for many seasons, 
but anecdotal evidence indicates 
that the crowd has been more 
subdued this summer, likely due 


- to stricter parking regulations that 


allow only residents to enter, and 
last year’s ban on taxis or busses 
from making drop offs. 

Once formally approved, the 
restrictions will be in effect until 
September 30.

The Face (and Facial Hair) of Craft Brewing

Cc raft breweries are springing up on the East End 
practically every day. Riverhead’s Moustache 
Brewing Company, however, has a unique claim 


to fame: it’s owned and operated solely by one 


beer-loving couple. Matthew Spitz (who sports the 
brewery’s namesake—a colossal, curled handlebar 
mustache) and his wife and business partner Lauri 
have been brewing their own beer for nearly 10 
years, but it was only this past April that they 
opened their tasting room and brought their work to 
a wider audience. 

A large section of the hop-scented building is 
devoted to brewing itself. The tasting room is intimate 
and friendly, with an indoor patio area which can be 
opened up to the outside on sunny days or remain 
shuttered off when the weather gets nasty. Unlike 
many local breweries, Moustache has a farm-brewing 
license, which is a state authorization intended to 
help small breweries and support New York farmers. 
Under this license, they use at least 20% New York 
State-grown hops, and at least 20% locally grown 
miscellaneous ingredients (such as malt or flavoring 
components). For example, Moustache plans to 
buy hops from the North Shore’s Condzella Farms, 
and currently gets its malt from a farm in Ithaca. In 
return, Moustache is allowed to sell full pints in its 
tasting room. 

One of the great advantages to the small size and 
staff at Moustache is the brewery’s ability to make 
small batches, switching up styles as season and 


demand dictate. “We’re able to let the consumers 
decide,” says Lauri, citing the many limited-release 
beers they’ve offered for tasting, including a milk and 
honey brown ale, a blueberry ginger tripel, a large 
number of IPAs and a winter rye brew. 

Four distinctive beers were available for tasting 
during my visit. The first, Mojito Pale, is a lime- 
infused pale ale which is perhaps my favorite 
summer-themed beer. The unique mojito flavor is 
achieved by adding fresh limes and mint by hand. 
“We went through a lot of attempts until we got it 
right. We wanted to keep it limey and refreshing 
without making it taste like Bud Light Lime,” notes 


‘Lauri, adding that “Basically, we both love cocktails, 


but we also love beer, and this is the result.” 

Next up was the Everyman’s Porter, which 
carries powerful notes of chocolate and coffee— 
these are all imparted by the malts. The coffee 
notes particularly stood out to me, and | felt the 
porter captured the essence of the style while 
remaining light. 

The Mojito Grande is basically a bigger and bolder 
version of the original Mojito Pale: It features more 
lime and a higher alcohol content. Though I’m 
generally a sucker for high-alcohol beers, | still 
preferred the original for its summery lightness. 

I closed out my tasting experience with the June 
IPA, which is one of three planned “monthly IPAs” for 
this summer. The hops on this one are interesting—l 
couldn’t quite place the flavor, but it’s refreshingly 
different from your typical hop-loaded California IPA, 
and different is good.

As for the future of the brewery, Lauri says they 
have “no plans to bottle as of yet, but it’s not out of 
the question for a couple of small batches.” In the 
meantime, the Spitzes plan to bring back a couple of 
crowd favorites and to add an aged beer and even a 
wet-hopped beer during harvest season. The lineup 
is constantly changing—so don’t be surprised if this 
beer list is already behind the curve. ga

Craft Beer and Beachfront Cheer in Montauk

ontauk Brewing Company (MBC) is surrounded 

by water. Only a short walk from Fort Pond, 
Lake Montauk and the Atlantic Ocean, this little 
brewery maintains a distinctly “Montauky” vibe— 
which is aided not a little by the fact that it’s situated 
directly next to St. Peter’s Catch, a fish and lobster 
market with patio dotted with picnic tables. Inside 
MBC, purchasable paintings by local artists plaster 
the walls, as part of the Hops for Habitat exhibit— 
which is only one of many art exhibits and openings 
taking place in the Gallery Taproom this summer. 
My eye was particularly drawn to a seagull sculpture 
hanging from the ceiling, which was creatively 
composed entirely from recycled plastic six-pack 
rings. All proceeds from the Gallery Taproom’s grand 
opening, I was told, went to a program intended to 
grow seagrass in order to keep local fish healthy. 
On Saturdays, live music is a regular fixture, and the 
three brewers behind the operation drop in and out 
frequently. 

Upon entering, I was greeted by friendly bartenders 
Matt Burns and Ariana Jasuta, who offered me a 
tasting of the four brews currently on tap. (Like 
many local breweries, MBC only offers flights, not 
full pints, though you can purchase as many flights 
as you'd like). First in line was the Summer Ale. This 
beer, along with its comrade, Driftwood Ale, is sold 
in cans across Long Island. (Canned beer, which 
is experiencing a-revival among American craft 
breweries, makes for perfect beach drinking and 


keeps cool much longer than 
bottled beer. Just remember 
to cut your six-pack rings so 
the local wildlife doesn’t get 
stuck!) Summer Ale’s malty 
aftertaste and light mouthfeel 
made for easy drinking, and the 
25% wheat malt gave it a subtle 
citrusy flavor on par with many 
domestic summer brews. 
Driftwood Ale is an English- 
style pale ale, often dispensed 
by an instantly recognizable 
branch-shaped tap handle. It 
features a predominantly malty 
taste, without the lingering 
aftertaste of the Summer Ale. 
Darker in color and. higher 
in alcohol content than the 
Summer Ale, Driftwood struck 
me as another decent “session 
beer”—though perhaps one 
better suited to cool, indoor 
drinking rather than a sweltering day at the beach. 
Next up, I sampled the Offland IPA, which was 
hoppy, but not insanely so. It leans more toward 
the traditional English IPAs, with their muted hop 
aftertastes, than the triple- and quadruple-hopped 
West Coast IPAs that are currently all the rage. This 
balanced quality allows Offland to be drinkable

while still maintaining the bitterness of an IPA. The © 


reddish brew clocks in at 6.4% ABV, making it the 


strongest of MBC’s offerings. 


Finally, Guardsman Stout 
rounded off the _ tasting. 
Guardsman is a milk stout, 


which usually tend to be thick 
and sugary. (I tend to hate 
them.) This one, however, 
was surprisingly light, with 
overtones of chocolate and 
coffee—lots of coffee. This 
pitch-black brew was a perfect 
end to the tasting, designed 
for slow sipping and savoring 
of the many complex flavors, 
which made their way to the 
surface. 
Aside from the

“srowler wetsuits” (essentially 
large koozies designed to keep 
growlers chilled), clothing, hats and pint glasses. 
You can even keep your five-ounce tasting glass 
once you've completed your flight. Brewer and CEO 
Joseph Sullivan told me that MBC is “planning to 
stick with these four beers for the summer”—but we 
can’t wait to see what they come up with next. @

“the family bus.” Local offerings include Montauk 
Driftwood Ale and the Navy Beach Summer Draught, 
which is described as “a light dinner ale.” 

My soy-glazed Goldeneye Tilefish with sushi rice, 
wakame, coconut red curry sauce and black sesame 
seeds was very good. 

Chinese Girlfriend’s Yunnan Ribs were described 
using the words “chili” and “caramel” on the menu. 
They were a gorgeous, glistening deep red. They 
were quite sweet as the “caramel” indicated. Chinese 
Girlfriend pronounced them “western” and “not 
Yunnan.” But she adored her Grilled Sea Scallops 
with big, juicy pieces of chorizo, shrimp, peas 
and lemon aioli—though it turns out she’s not a 
particular fan of the texture of property prepared 
paella rice. 

Teenage Boy was nuts for his extremely tender 
Buttermilk Fried Chicken, though we both found the 
accompanying milky, sweet house-made coleslaw 
and the super sweet cornbread unpalatable. 


We quite liked the Navy Tabouli with its 
roasted peppers, local baby spinach, tasty 
Kalamata olives, cucumber and high quality 
feta. 

Though Navy Beach’s bacon-onion 
marmalade _ fascinates, we ordered 
traditional desserts—a smooth and creamy 
coconut sorbet with noticeable coconut 
flakes satisfied Chinese Girlfriend. My key 
lime pie had a pleasantly subdued tartness. 
Teenage Boy’s Vanilla Cheesecake was lush 
and creamy. 

Then, of course, it was time to head back 
to the beach outside. The teens engaged 
in a stone-skipping marathon while I sat 
watching the setting sun. It was the perfect 
temperature there by the water... BA.

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Clever Little Lies Is Big Fun at Guild Hall

he exuberant energy of Guild Hall’s production 

of Joe DiPietro’s Clever Little Lies electrifies, 
with Marlo Thomas leading a talented cast through 
a fast-paced comedy about relationships, hurt 
feelings and family. Thomas stars as Alice, a woman 
who becomes concerned after discovering that her 
husband, Bill Sr., is keeping a secret from her about 
their grown son, Bill Jr. (Billy). Billy, a new father, 
has fallen in love with his beautiful, young personal 
trainer and wants to leave Jane. Alice, in the comic 


tradition of overbearing parents making their kids’ 
problems worse, invites Billy and his wife, Jane, 
over for cheesecake and coffee. What Alice doesn’t 
anticipate, though, is that by the end of the evening, 
Billy and Jane won’t be the only marriage in trouble. 

Thomas is in fine form in Clever Little Lies, bringing 
a warmth and pathos to a character that, in the 
wrong hands, could be grating and occasionally 
unlikeable. Alice’s actions, well-intentioned as they 
may be, become increasingly over-the-top as the 
evening goes on, but Thomas keeps her grounded 
and concerned as she plays the role with honesty

and believability. Greg Mullavey, as Bill Sr., is a great 
match for Thomas, often playing straight man to her 
shenanigans. Mullavey has chemistry with everyone 
onstage, and truly feels like the patriarch of this 
modern family. Jim Stanek is given the unenviable 
task of showing us Billy, a frequently selfish and 
unfair man who is looking for justification (and 
permission, really) to have an affair so he doesn’t 
have to own up to his indiscretion. Stanek lends 
a vulnerable, almost childlike sense of wonder to 
Billy, allowing audiences to identify with him and 
understand where he’s coming from, even if he’s in 
the wrong. And Kate Wetherhead charms as Jane, 
revealing a frustration and hurt that goes deeper 
than expected. Wetherhead and Thomas are great in 
mother/daughter-in-law exchanges, and Wetherhead 
and Stanek have a moving moment toward the end 
of the play that is at turns bittersweet and cautiously 
optimistic. 

At 90 minutes with no intermission, Clever Little 
Lies wastes no time getting to the heart of the story 
and doesn’t slow down once. DiPietro’s script is 
funny without being silly and unexpectedly serious 
without being melodramatic. The plot begins to 
unfold like a sitcom, but wisely and expertly veers 
into more dramatic territory halfway through. The 
change is noticeable but not jarring, and the end 
result is a far more thoughtful, memorable show 
than expected. Running gags, such as a cheesecake 
that only Jane seems to want to eat, are sprinkled 
throughout and add levity toward the end. When 
the laughs subside and a more dramatic issue 
emerges, DiPietro doesn’t betray his characters for 
cheap confrontation and histrionics, allowing them 
to respond in dynamic, unexpected ways. 

The strong performances are complemented by a 
lovely production directed by David Saint. The set 
takes advantage of the John Drew Theater’s deep 
stage, with a detailed and attractive living room 
serving as the primary set. Other scenes, such as 
a car ride, are cleverly staged and bookended with 
the use of smooth, elegant video set to a soft piano 
score. The actors look very comfortable in the world 
Saint has built, and the modern, stylish costumes 
give a good sense of who these people are and where 
they come from. 

Guild Hall has a hit on their hands with Clever Little 
Lies. With a lighthearted tone, talented cast and slick 
production design, audiences are bound to have a 
wonderful time.

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David Geiser:

henever David Geiser finishes a clown 

portrait, those who follow his work are likely 
to be amazed at the surreal spin he keeps putting on 
these grotesque figures, and also awed by how he 
continues to evolve as an artist while maintaining 
a recognizable style. An abstract expressionist who 
began his career in the San Francisco underground 
comics scene decades ago, Geiser has embraced 
different media and techniques over the years, 
without foregoing his signature styles and themes. 
His Clown Oracles (he’s “obsessed” with them, he 
admits) are full-lipped, red- or blue-nosed, sometimes 
grizzled, fancifully deformed figures. Like the toothy, 
exaggerated creatures that appear on his bizarre but 
carefully drawn colored pencil “Geiser Ink” cartoons, 
they exemplify Geiser’s telltale wicked wit, but in no 
way interfere with the tactile, layered, de Kooning- 
like abstract oils he continues to produce.

No surprise, then, that this classically trained 
artist (University of Vermont, Ecole des Beaux-Arts, 
Art Students League), who has a house and studio 
in Springs, can occasionally be found in the city, 
teaching classes at the Art Students League. Not all 
artists who identify as “abstractionists” know what 
they’re drawing away from, which is the meaning 
of the word “abstract,” but no matter how ugly- 
weird or scrofulous Geiser’s grotesques appear, they 
evidence technical skill and solid understanding 
of anatomy. Geiser is an abstract artist who can 
draw, paint and illustrate. And though he generously 
acknowledges colleagues who work in acrylic, that 
medium is not for him. He finds it “arid, dead,” and 
says it doesn’t give him the pigment he loves in oil. 

Arguably, his most impressive works are large, 
beautifully composed, built-up pigment layers of rich 
earth-tones or swaths of deep blue and orange— 
glazed abstracts which feature cenotes (natural pit 
sinkholes) and mandalas set against rope drips, 
slash lines and bursts of poured pigment. Sections 
that seem to glow in one color on close inspection 
reveal under-painting of another, a warming yellow, 
for example, which is layered under white. When 
Dan’s caught up with Geiser, he was touching up 
a huge work of nine joined wood panels that he 
describes as referencing Bosch’s fabulous plant 


series—but even here, amid skeins of paint that 
flow, ripple and ooze in free-form patterns, Geiser 
can mischievously divert to his surreal cartoons, or 
create another clown, perhaps setting him in a neatly 
painted harlequin context. 

What’s with the clowns? His “sensibility,” 
Geiser says, has always prompted him to toy with 
“tricksters.” The clown comes from a long line 
of soothsayers (the fools in Shakespeare’s plays 
come readily to mind), sardonic court jesters, tribal 
medicine men and Zen priests, who embody or hint 
at the essential absurdity of life. Think of those 
“exquisite existential clowns Vladimir and Estragon 
in Waiting for Godot,” he suggests, “and God knows, 
there’s enough absurdity and posturing in the art 
world. So part of the message of the clowns may be: 
Don’t take anything too seriously in a world that runs 
on guns and money.” 


Not Clowning Around 


In Springs, Geiser gets away from that world. He 
loves being in an artists’ community and maintains 
friendships with Eric Fischl, Dan Rizzie, et al., though 
he does sometimes miss “heavy dialogue” with city- 
based colleagues and critics. He’d love to do more 
teaching (“I dig it”), loves his time at the League and 
says with a straight face that he “steals” from his 
neophyte students. They’re not (yet) encumbered 
with art culture ideas, and they welcome the 
shortcuts and practical advice he provides (priming 
boards, laminating on paper, using ordinary floor 
varnish). But Springs gives him peace and solitude, 
as opposed to the seductive distractions of the city. 
“I can’t wait to get up in the morning to see how 
the varnish is dispersed...my head is always in the 
game.” As is his heart. ga

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Murder Will Out: Two New Death-dealing Novels

Robert Boris  Riskin, the 
author of Deadly Secrets, can 
certainly claim a first, and 
probably an only: employing 
Rowdy Hall in East Hampton 
as a place for his hero to 
make a cocaine drop. Well, 
the package is fake coke, but 
only the good-guy amateur 
sleuth knows this. The 
murder mystery is Riskin’s 
third in his series starring 
Jake Wanderman, a likeable, retired. English teacher 
from Brooklyn. Wanderman, now a happy denizen of 
Sag Harbor, just can’t stop poking around, looking 
for trouble. But what else can “the Sam Spade of Sag

Harbor” do when his best friend asks him to look into 
his daughter’s possible involvement in the murder 
of a famous chef at an art gallery? Besides, Jake’s 
never really on his own. The Bard is always in his 
mind’s eye, supplying apt quotations (“My mind is a 
cluttered Shakespeare attic...Real life often triggers 
a reaction that recalls something he wrote.”) This 
device, along with Jake’s fond memories of his late 
wife, Rosalind, sets him apart as a P.I. in an age where 
everyone, it seems, is trying his or her hand at either 
memoir or detective fiction (the words “death,” 
“deadly” or “dying” recur frequently in new titles). 
Many of the Shakespeare quotations, however, seem 
forced and don’t enhance character or advance the 
action. So, too, the constant nostalgic references 
to Rosalind take on a studied aspect, though it’s 
obvious that Jake is trying to square his newfound 
passion for a female police detective with his still- 
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potent grief. If only Riskin’s characters would come 
across more as flesh and blood (we don’t even know 
what Jake looks like, though it’s said that women 
find him good-looking), the work would benefit 
immensely.

In a brief acknowledgment, Riskin generously 
thanks his “writing brethren at Marijane Meaker’s 
Ashawagh Hall Writers Workshop, local lawyer 
Stephen Grossman, Sag Harbor Village Police 
Chief Tom Fabiano and Detective Sergeant Vincent 
Posillico.” No doubt they, in particular, will enjoy the 
legal and procedural expertise that emerges in the 
novel, and East End residents in general will get a 
kick out of references to various local sites. Indeed, 
chapter one begins at an August art opening in East 
Hampton, and it’s obvious that Riskin knows this 
scene (he also has Jake knowledgeably “wander|[ing]” 
around London and Paris). Though readers will likely 
figure out the baddie by way of a plot that at times 
strains credulity, Deadly Secrets is good fun; it is 
assuredly a valentine to East End villages, and offers 
a companionable ride to the denouement, where 
“all’s well that ends well.”

Although former financial services CEO E.J. Simon 
fashions an unusual story that is part thriller, part 
sci-fi, and based on work in Artificial Intelligence 
(A.L), his debut novel Death Never Sleeps would have 
been better served by an editor who might have 
encouraged the author not to dwell so much on his 
credentials as a “world traveler, food enthusiast” and 
business executive who cares, and concentrate more 
on allowing plot complications to emerge from the 
central character’s sleuthing rather than explaining 
them through the use of secondary characters. 
Nonetheless, the subject is timely and fascinating: 
computer modeling that would replicate human 
brain activity in ways that become predictive, so that 
programs engage in, if not refine, cognitive thinking, 
and even simulate emotions based on data drawn 
from voice and facial recognition software. All the 
more reason to have hoped for more menace; as is, — 
A.l. works here not to aid and abet murder but to 
solve it. 

Despite a couple of well done scary scenes, 
the narrative misses the suspense mark, because 
it includes too much seemingly extraneous 
detail—reminiscences of childhood, old Queens 
neighborhoods, upscale restaurants that attract 
celebs (preferred menus and wine lists provided) 
in Manhattan and Paris, and cozy local eateries. 
Backstories of secondary characters also diffuse the 
action and sometimes claim point-of-view, taking 
attention away from the third-person protagonist, 
Michael Nicholas. Michael heads a powerful and 
successful international private equity firm, but his 
life changes radically when his somewhat distant 
older brother Alex, who runs a large sports gambling 
and loan sharking operation, is shot and killed. But 
Alex, who said that “life is a dream, and death is 
waking up,” will prove that point when he comes 
back, so to speak, by way of sophisticated AI. 
software, in order to guide his brother towards 
the identity of his killer and inform Michael about 
threats that will come his way from the Mob. A 
question for readers to mull over: does knowing 
that a crime fiction will have a sequel constitute a

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Sag Harbor Author Susan Scarf Merrell’s Latest

uthor Susan Scarf Merrell and I are walking 

her beagle, Waffle. I frequently check over my 
shoulder to make sure he’s still behind us. “There’s a 
compost pile he has to investigate,” she says without 
stopping. 

We're back in the woods of Sag Harbor, the town 
where Susan and her husband, architect Jim Merrell, 
have lived since the late ’80s. “At that point, it 
seemed like the only town that had lights on in the 
winter. I’ve lived here longer than I’ve lived anywhere 
else in my life,” she says. “One day I was walking in 
these woods and suddenly I had this picture of Rose 
and | just knew that she was the person vulnerable 
enough to imagine the story I wanted to tell. Does 
that make sense?” : 


Rose is the heroine of Susan’s latest novel, Shirley 
(Blue Rider Press), published on June 12, 2014. The 
titular character is the author Shirley Jackson, whose 
writing is undergoing a resurgence. Her two most 
famous works are the short fiction “The Lottery” 
and the novel The Haunting of Hill House. In the 
past several months The New Yorker has run two of 
Jackson’s never-before-published stories, “Paranoia” 
and “The Man in the Woods,” both of which will be 
included in a forthcoming collection of Jackson’s 
previously unpublished writing. 

Shirley is a made-up account of the year in which 

a fictional young woman, Rose, comes to live with 
Jackson and her husband, book critic Stanley 
Hyman, at their home in Bennington, Vermont. 
Told from Rose’s perspective, the novel explores 
themes of abandonment, what it means to love and 
be loved, and, at the story’s heart, how to be—all 
done with a tight, psychological tension as Rose 
becomes obsessed: both with the disappearance of 
Bennington College student Paula Welden, and with 
the magnetic pull of Jackson’s dark, often conflicted 
mind. 
‘ Susan tells me, “One of the things I find most 
interesting about the process of creating fiction is 
this idea that you begin a book, you know it’s a novel, 
you know it’s not true, and somehow you want to 
create a space where the characters believe that 
everything in that implausible world you’ve written 
is totally plausible. Jackson says the only thing 
that matters is that it be true in the story and have 
happened there.” 

She continues, “When I saw Rose in my head, 
she was un-parented, she was pregnant and she 
didn’t know how to be a mother. She wanted to 
be somebody she had no example of. She was the 


perfect vulnerable host for the telling of the story 
and once | saw her it just seemed as if the world fell 
into place and it began to happen. 

“But that was three years in. I had been thinking 
about Jackson, trying to write about her: first as a 
biography, and then as a kind of ‘me, looking for 
Shirley,’ trying to understand what her and Stanley’s 
early marriage had been like, and how that early 
marriage with all its wonderful connection had led to 
the later unhappy years. I think everybody who gets 
to my age wonders how other people live their lives 
and what constitutes a successful marriage. That 
was the underlying thrust of the novel for me: What’s 
a good marriage? How do you assess what you’ve 
done with your life?” 

Waffle has caught up to us now. Susan explains 
that, after her last book, A Member of the Family 
(HarperCollins), was published in 2000, “I wrote two 


books that did not sell. They just weren’t very good. 
I was struggling to find what I wanted to write about. 
And then, around 2006, I decided I wasn’t going 
to be a writer anymore, but I didn’t know what I 
wanted to do. I ended up going back to school, to the 
Bennington Writing Seminars, which really changed 
my life. [had so struggled with the question of how to 
be a person who was a writer—I knew how to write 
but I didn’t know how to be a writer.” 

Fortunately for her readers, Susan has created 
a brilliant answer with Shirley, which reviewer 
Carol Memmott, of Washington Post, describes as 
having “a lightness of prose which makes the novel 
even at its darkest moments seem fresh...Merrell 
brilliantly weaves events from Jackson’s life into 
a hypnotic story line that will please Jackson fans 
as well as anyone in search of a solidly written 
literary thriller.” @

MAGIC IN’ THE 
MOONLIGHT 

Emma Stone came 
on the scene a few 
years ago, a modern 
comic actress with 
a classic appeal. 
Her performance in 
Easy A, a fun, breezy 
tribute to ’80s brat- 
pack films like The 
Breakfast Club and 
Say Anything, showed her to be a very 
assured screwball-type lead, but then 
for some reason she took an immediate 
turn into more serious work—with mixed 
results. Now she’s back in her sweet spot 
in Woody Allen’s Magic in the Moonlight, 
a period piece about spiritualism and 
its skeptics. Stone plays Sophie, a young 
woman who has wormed her way into the affections 
of a wealthy family by virtue of her cheerful attitude, 
her cute looks, and her supposed psychic powers. 
Colin Firth plays Stanley, a man who has made his 
name as a debunker of spiritualism, who comes to 
the wealthy family’s estate in the south of France 
in order to uncover Sophie’s tricks. Soon, though, 
Stanley finds himself becoming convinced that Sophie 
is, in fact, legit. After last year’s celebrated hit Blue 
Jasmine, which dealt with the problems of working- 
class characters, Magic in the Moonlight appears to 
be a return to Woody Allen’s usual preoccupations 
with the financially elite and their self-made turmoil. 


AND SO IT GOES 
Michael Douglas and Diane Keaton star in Rob 
Reiner’s latest film And So It Goes. Anyone who 


has read Kurt Vonnegut’s 
Slaughterhouse-Five will 
inevitably associate this 
new movie's title with death, 
but it’s clear that this is not 
what is intended, despite the 
advanced ages of the leading 
man and woman. Here it is 
not so much the fatalistic 
“so goes all flesh” as it is 
the “so goes life.” And So It 
Goes seems meant to be yet 
another Hollywood rewrite of 
the Ebenezer Scrooge story, 
where a greedy and loveless 
old man—here a real estate 
mogul named Oren, played 
by Douglas—is transformed

A Symphony of Spices: Saaz Indian Cuisine

hout it from the rooftops: Indian food has finally 

come to Southampton! Until very recently, the 
closest traditional South Asian restaurant was Curry 
Club in East Setauket—and now, the family behind 
Curry Club has decided to expand farther east. 

Dan’s Papers editors Stacy Dermont and Kelly 
Laffey accompanied me to the completely redesigned 
Saaz Restaurant (which formerly housed Spiro’s) for 
a taste of the daily lunch buffet. Owner Sonia Mohan 
smilingly guided us toward the buffet, situated in 
a tented-in patio area (which is also available for 
dining), and our knowledgeable server Puri brought 
a glass of smooth, crisp Infamous Goose Sauvignon 
Blanc for me, and mango lassis for both of my 
companions. Stacy described the lassi as “fruit 
forward, with a little hint of salt, the way it should 
be,” while Kelly assured me, between sips, that she 
was “diggin’ it.” 

I loaded up on a little of everything at the buffet 
table, beginning with a few onion pakoras (deep-fried 
onions coated in a chick pea flour-based batter), 
which proved to be less crispy than I expected, but 
somehow all the more enjoyable for it. A wide array 
of chutneys was, of course, available—ranging from 
the spicy mint chutney to the tamarind, which was 
thick and deliciously sweet. 

I then moved on to the mater paneer—a sweet, 
light, tomato-based curry colloquially referred to as 
“cheese and peas”—and chicken tikka masala, which 
was perfectly spiced and brought exclamations of

delight from all three of us. 
Next, we sampled a number 


The chili cheese naan was 
my personal favorite. This 
leavened flatbread was filled 
with hot melted cheese 
and dangerously fiery 
chili peppers, making it a 
formidable offering in its own 
right (unlike standard naan, 


at Saaz). The kheer was light 
and pleasant, but the beet 
halwa was what really blew us 
away—it’s sweet, chewy, and 
made from caramelized beets, 
with a hefty helping of milk 
and butter. I’d never had this 
particular version, but was 
familiar with a carrot-based 
variety called gajar-ka-halwa, 
and was pleased to learn that 
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Chicken kebabs at Saaz 


which is most often used to 
scoop up curry and rice). Also 
up to the challenge were the lacha paratha (a crisp, 
layered whole-wheat bread) and the poori (a puffy, 
flaky, almost pastry-like bread, perfect for mopping 
up our last remnants of curry). The buffet, I was told, 
always includes an order of regular naan—as well 
as a platter of chicken kebabs, which were next to 
arrive. The beef kadai, which only Stacy and Kelly 
chose to sample, was tasty, but both my dining 
companions did note its exceptional saltiness, which 
stayed with them for some time afterward. 

The kebabs were tender, zesty, and practically fell 
apart in our mouths—the high point of the meal, in 
my opinion—and the plate was large enough that 
they became the only fare to remain unfinished by 
meal’s end. 

Finally, completely full but still yearning for more, 
we made our way to the dessert table, which featured 
kheer (Indian rice pudding) and beet halwa (a 
specialty dessert concocted by the exceptional chefs 


that dish will also be featured 
on certain days. 

The atmosphere at Saaz is friendly and quiet (Stacy 
described it as “tasteful, clean and airy”), with music 
playing at a low volume and a wide area available 
for seating. | spoke to Sonia’s husband and co-owner 
Sam afterward, and he informed me that the buffet is 
also available for takeout—customers simply pay the 
buffet price and fill a to-go box with whatever they’d 
like, along with the naan and kebabs. Additionally, 
I learned that Saaz receives much of its produce 
and other supplies from local sellers, and that it 
plans to buy its seafood locally starting “as soon as 
we can.” 

“Saaz” is the Hindi word for “symphony,” and that’s 
an unusually apt word to describe our experience. 
It was nothing short of a masterpiece—and we'll 
definitely be back for the dinner menu! g@

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Hoptron: Brewtique Shopping at Its Finest

t’s a little hard to say precisely what Patchogue’s 
Hoptron Brewtique is. Is it a bar? Well, yes... 
you can order pints of beer at Hoptron. But the 
word “bar” doesn’t really do the place justice. Is it a 
beer store? Yes it is, but it isn’t like any other beer 
store around here. The most obvious difference: no 
stacked cases of cheap national brands. Is it a place 
to sit and drink beer and play board games? Very 
much so. How many bars or beer stores can say that? 
If Patchogue is Suffolk County’s capitol of Beer 
Geekdom—and really, Patchogue’s status in this 
regard is pretty much beyond dispute—then 
Hoptron Brewtique, located at 22 West Main Street 
in Patchogue, is like the capitol’s athenaeum. A 
place to learn how to taste beers, how to appreciate 
beers, how to distinguish beers and how to talk 
about beers. It’s a place where the beer-curious can 
become full-fledged beer connoisseurs. Lastly, and 
most importantly, it’s a place where beer is taken 
very seriously. 


_If Patchogue is Suffolk County’s 
capitol of Beer Geekdom, then 
Hoptron Brewtique is like the 
capitol’s athenaeum. 


That’s not to say that people aren’t having fun at 
Hoptron. For one thing, there’s a constant turnover 
of craft beers on tap—some quite exotic, others just 
delicious, chosen for maximum variety and interest. 
Hoptron goes to extraordinary lengths to source rare 


brews and keep it fun. 

Hoptron’s Dana Barry explains. “Some of the small 
breweries we work with don’t have distribution, so 
we will actually drive to the brewery to pick up kegs 
so we can have it for our customers.” Barry herself 
favors stouts and porters, but notes that even within 
these styles there can be a startling variety. 

On a recent visit, among the more unusual beers 
on tap at Hoptron was called Comma, from Carton 
Brewing Company in New Jersey. This was a black 
pepper saison—interesting to taste, but hard to 
imagine drinking a full pint of. On the other hand, a 
smoked farmhouse saison from Other Half Brewing in 
Brooklyn was only faintly smoky and was distinctly 
refreshing. Barry recommends that customers 
sample what’s on tap in a flight, and then grab a pint 
of a favorite. They'll be learning and having fun at 
the same time! 

Speaking of fun, Hoptron has seen a flowering of 
board game culture concomitant to the rise of beer 
culture. The long communal tables in their bar area 
have proven to be ideal places for customers to sit 
and play classic games while enjoying a pint. 

Barry is pleased with this development. “I grew 
up playing Parcheesi and backgammon every Friday 
night, and we get lots of people playing those games. 
Lots of card games, too. It just kind of evolved 
naturally, and so we went with it.” The board games 
are kept on a tidy little shelf along the back wall. 
Hoptron also offers entertainment in the form of an 
open mic night on Thursdays from 7 p.m. till 10 p.m. 

Another way Hoptron keeps things interesting are 
events called “Tap Takeovers.” As Barry explains, 
that’s when a particular craft brewery brings four 
different beers to serve customers, taking over four 
of Hoptron’s taps, and offers discounted prices on 
flights and pints and some form of brewer-guided

informational session. The Tap Takeovers happen 
fairly regularly: check Hoptron’s website for details. 

Originally, Hoptron also had a homebrew store, for 
those beer-lovers who wanted to start from scratch. 
That part of the business has now been spun off as 
a separate entity. Called the Back Alley Brew Shop, 
it’s down an alley around the corner from Hoptron. 
Check it out for all of your homebrew needs. 

Because there’s such a constant turnover of beers, 
Hoptron has set up a webpage for checking to see 
what’s on tap, and to even see how much is left in 
each keg. This way, if a customer has a favorite, he or 
she can check to see if Hoptron’s got it before making 
the trek to Patchogue. On the other hand, it might be 
more fun to just show up and check out something 
exotic and new. Either way, Hoptron Brewtique will 
make it happen. ga

3 cups cold water 

1 small whole onion 
a few celery leaves 
slice of lemon 

3 to 4 peppercorns 
dash of paprika 


1. In a saucepan combine water, onion, celery 
leaves, lemon, peppercorns and paprika. Bring to 
the edge of a boil then simmer gently for 15 to 20 
minutes. Strain and freeze. 


GRILLED TUNA w/ TOMATO MINT VINAIGRETTE 
Serves 6 


For the tuna 

1 1/2 pounds sashimi quality tuna cut from the loin 
juice of 1 lime 

kosher salt 

1 tablespoon coarsely ground pepper 

extra-virgin olive oil 


Tomato mint vinaigrette 

2 shallots, finely chopped 

1 tablespoon lime juice 

2 to 3 tablespoons chopped fresh mint 

1 tablespoon finely chopped flat-leaf Italian parsley 
kosher salt and freshly ground pepper to taste 

1/3 cup extra-virgin olive oil 

Ato 5 ripe local tomatoes, peeled, seeded, chopped 


sprigs of mint for garnish, optional 


Preheat wood or charcoal grill until coals are 
ashen hot or a gas grill to medium-high. Rub the grid 
with oil to prevent sticking. 


1. Have fishmonger cut the loin into six 11/4” thick 
slices. Film the tuna with oil and sprinkle with lime 
juice, salt and pepper. Marinate about 20 minutes. 

2. Meanwhile prepare the vinaigrette. In a mixing 
bowl, combine shallots, lime juice, mint and parsley. 
Season to taste with salt and pepper. Gradually whisk 
in olive oil. Add tomatoes and stir to mix. Taste to 
adjust seasoning. Transfer to serving bowl, set aside. 

3. When coals are hot, put on the tuna steaks and 
grill until nicely seared, about 3 minutes on one side 
and 11/2 to 2 minutes on the other side until nicely 
charred and rare within. Let rest 2 to 3 minutes, 
then slice tuna across the grain on the diagonal for 
presentation. Arrange overlapping slices, divided 
equally, on 6 plates. Stir tomato vinaigrette to mix 
then spoon equally over the slices. Garnish with mint 
sprigs if desired. Serve warm or at room temperature. 


COMPOSED SEAFOOD SALAD 

Seafood, vegetables and greens can be prepared 
up to one day ahead, the vinaigrette a few hours 
before, then arranged just before serving. 

Serves 4 to 6 


For the salad 

1/2 pound medium or large shrimp 

1/2 pound sea scallops, side muscle removed 

1/2 pound haricot vert or green beans, trimmed 
and washed 

1/2 pound mache, washed and spun dry 

1 head radicchio, washed and spun dry 


parsley sprigs or chives for garnish 


For the vinaigrette 

2 teaspoons finely chopped shallots 

2 tablespoon Dijon mustard 

3 to 4 tablespoons light cream 

Kosher salt and freshly ground pepper 

3 to 3 1/2 tablespoons champagne vinegar 
7 to 8 tablespoons extra-virgin olive oil 


1. Prepare basic fish stock recipe ahead. Bring to a 
simmer and put in shrimp; cook at a brisk simmer for 
2 to 3 minutes. Do not overcook. Remove with slotted 
spoon, cool, peel and discard intestinal tract. Rinse, 
pat dry and set aside. Return broth to a simmer and 
add scallops. Cook for just a minute or two until 
opaque. Remove with slotted spoon, rinse, cool and 
halve crosswise. Pat dry and set aside. 

2. Remove stem ends of beans and rinse well. Put 
into a pan of simmering water with a bit of salt and 
cook for 4 to 6 minutes depending on thickness of 
beans. Drain and refresh under a spray of cold water. 
Pat dry with paper towel. 

3. Wash and spin-dry mache and radicchio leaves 
separately. If radicchio leaves are large, tear in half 
or thirds. Wrap in paper towels and set aside or 
refrigerate, if preparing ahead. Prepare vinaigrette: 
Whisk mustard and cream in a bowl, add salt, pepper 
and vinegar and stir to mix. Whisk in oil in a slow, 
steady stream, whisking constantly until mixture is 
thoroughly incorporated. Taste to adjust seasoning. 

4. When ready to serve, toss greens with two-thirds 
of the vinaigrette, reserving remainder, and divide 
on 4 to 6 plates. Arrange vegetables and seafood, 
keeping an eye to color, texture and form. Drizzle 
remaining vinaigrette over vegetables, shrimp and 
scallops and garnish with parsley or chives. ga
